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Police Pay Feud 
Settled; Pay 
Cuts Ruled Out 


The dispute over holiday pay between 


village officials and police in Hoffman 
Estates was resolved last night at a 
meeting between representatives of the 
Fraternal Order of Police and Mayor 
Frederick Downey. 


No deductions will be made from 


police pay checks as was expected prior 
to the meeting. Those present at the 
meeting also agreed that a personnel 
policy manual will be established to 
prevent future disputes an<l that the 
FOP will have access to the mayor 
prior to any policy edicts being estab- 
lished, according to FOP spokesman. 


The holiday pay dispute arose Monday 


when the police learned that wages they 
received for working the Fourth of July 
and Memorial Day would be deducted. 


According to Downey the police should 


have received compensatory time off 
instead of cash for working the holidays 
because they are salaried employes. 


Downey, said the fact that the men 


were paid was a clerical error. 


THE POLICE have been paid for 


working the holidays since November, 
1970. According to the village this has 
been contrary to village policy. 


An FOP representative said the police 


have learned that employes of the vil- 
lage's street department were paid for 
working the holidays and that there is no 
plans to make deductions from their 
checks. 


The meeting was attended by an FOP 


special delegation. It is expected the 
officers will be united in the village's 
action on this matter. 


The spokesman also mentioned that a 


lawyer may be retained to negotiate a 
formal written contract with the village 
for the FOP. Yearly negotiations are 
currently held, but no formal contract 
has'ever been written. Formal action is 
expected in the future.

Village, State Cooperation 
Cuts Amount Of Flood Water

Cooperation by the village of Hoffman 


Estates and Schaumburg with the Illinois 
Department of Transportation (DOT) is 
in the process of cutting in half the rain 
floodwaters in the vicinity of the Golf- 
Higgins-Roselle roads triangle. 


But in a storm, so severe it occurs on 


an average of once every 10 years, there 
still are 1,036 gallons per second of flood 
waters that cannot be handled with 
drainage facilities existing or under way. 


The figures were provided to Hoffman 


Estates representatives yesterday morn- 
ing by Al Sifer, DOT project group engi- 
neer, in a meeting to examine water re- 
tention and drainage facilities in Hoffman 
Estates and adjoining Schaumburg. 


The meeting was requested by'Hoff- 


man Estates, and officials attending 
were Richard Regan, plan commission 
chairman; John Hossack, public works 
superintendent; George Longmeyer, vil- 
lage administrator; and Ed Kalasa, dep- 
uty fire chief. 


BECAUSE • PORTIONS OF Hoffman 


Estates originally were built on a flood 
plain, before the village was in- 
corporated, the triangle and areas 
around it are flooded"in heavy storms. 


Later development sometimes .contrib- 


uted to the problem, although it also 
helped because retention and drainage 
facilities have been added with the devel- 
opment. 


Highway development also helped re- 


duce the flood waters, said Sifer. Four 
years ago, the area received a total of 
407,2 cubic feet per second of water dur- 


ing heavy storms. A cubic foot is equal 
to 7.6 gallons. At this time,: said Sifer, 
retention and drainages, such as holding 
basins and storm sewers, handled part of 
the problem. 


But there still was a 261.2 cubic feet 


per second deficit, or excess of flood wa- 
ter above the capacity of the facilities. 


Highway development coupled with co- 


operative drainage and retention proj- 
ects, some completed and others still 
pending, reduced the deficit to 136.4 cub- 
ic feet per second. 


HOFFMAN.ESTATES now is looking 


for means of reducing that deficit still 
further. 


Regan and Hossack agreed minor re- 


lief coukl be found by enlarging retention 
basins already existing southwest of the 
Higgins-Roselle roads intersection. But 
expansion capabilities are limited, and 
this measure cannot hope to solve the 
problem, they said, and Sifer agreed. 


One step which would 'completely 


handle the problem, said Sifer, is in- 
stallation of a 66-inch storm sewer along 
Higgins Road from a point about midway 
between Golf and Roselte roads to Mea- 
cham Road. 


This plan wes proposed last year, origi- 


nally with twin sewers, but was then cut 
back to a single sewer. 


Under the twin sewer proposal, the 


state agreed to pay $111,000, Hoffman 
Estates agreed to pay $150,000 and 
Schaumburg was asked to pay $37,000, 
but declined. Schaumburg said it was not 
responsible for the flood problems, and

Despite criticism from several sources,; 


the Northwest Mosquito ;Abatement:Ks- 
trict .(NMAD) :wiU continue its -job of try- 
ing to provido preventive measures in • 
the fight against mosquitos. 


That's the reaction of Wilbur Mitchell, 


director of NMAD, who answered the 
question of "How do you respond to criti-. 
cism?" by himself asking, "How can 
you?" 


Mitchell thinks NMAD is doing an ef- 


fective job in mosquito control, with a 
prevention program that he says is at 
least 95 per cent effective. 


There is some feeling the mosquito dis- 


trict is not doing .a good job. 


Most criticism has come from three 


communities — Schaumburg, Palatine 
and Hoffman Estates. There have been 
scattered complaints from residents 
throughout the Northwest suburbs who 
are simply bothered by mosquitos. 


In Schaumburg and Palatine, NMAD 


has been prohibited by ordinance from 
spraying Malathion and other toxic 
chemicals and the validity of the ordi- 
nance is being challenged in the courts. 


SUGGESTION HAS been made by 


Schaumburg's Glean Environment Com- 
mittee calling for the withdrawal of the 
village from NMAD, replacing it with a 
local department of water management 
and mosquito control. 


In Hoffman Estates, a 'Charge has been 


made that the village has been the vie-/ 
tim of >a lack of service by -the taxing 
body and there is a possibility a class 
action suit may be filed demanding ei- 


ther better service or a refund of tax 
.money. 


About the ban on spraying in Schaum- 


burg and Palatine, Mitchell said, 'I feel 
sorry for both communities. They're get- 
ting chewed up (by mosquitos)." 


The mosquito district has continued, its 


program of prevention in these commu- 
nities but has not sprayed within their 
boundaries because of the pending .litiga- 
tion. 


Mitchell said the situation in the two 


communities warrants spraying; but the 
district's attorney,' has advised against 
spraying until local-ordinances were res- 
cinded. Schaumburg even declared an 
emergency situation, but would not modi- 
fy its ordinance, which says it would fine 
anyone between $200 and $500 per of- 
fense,. Mitchell said. In Palatine, spray- 
ing is an offense with a fine of not-less 
than $10 and not more than $200. 


MITCHELL RESPONDED to the sug- 


gestion by Schaumburg that the control 
of mosquitos should be the responsibility 
of local government by saying, "H would 
be sort of a waste of money." 


He said the initial cost for one spray 


machine would be about $2,500 not in- 
cluding materials. He also .said that 
spraying mosquitos would only be a stop 


' gap measure and that local agencies 


would have to "get rid of the sources of 
the mosquito problem," thus there would 
be a big expense for preventative mea- 
sures.

Mitchell also challenged statements by 


Hoffman Estates plan commission chair- 
man Richard Regain, who said his com- 


munity has been the victim of poor ser- 
vice. 


"Regansis not as informed as he should 


be," Mitchell contended; '{Wednesday 
night we began our fourth','spraying (of 
Hoffman Estates) since theMOth of July. 
People should become better informed. I 
wouldn't tell them (referring to some of 
his critics) how,-'to run their city. Not 
until I learned about what's going' on 
there first. And I certainly wouldn't do-ft 
by telephone."

Political Donations Affect Taxes 


Political contributions made this year, 


may affect your 1972 tax liability, ac- 
cording to Roger C. Beck, Internal Reve- 
nue district director for Northern Illinois. 


Under the Revenue Act of 1971, politi- 


cal contributions made after 1971 to can- 
didates for elections to federal, state or 
local offices, in primary, special or gen- 
eral elections, may be claimed as a cred- 
it or a deduction on your 1972 tax return. 


Beck said taxpayers may claim a cred- 


it for half of the political contributions 
made during the year, with a maximum 


credit of $25 allowed on a joint return, 
$12.50 on the return of a single person (or 
married person filing' separately). This 
credit is applied directly against the tax 
liability. 


Instead of 'the credit, persons may de- 


duct the amount of the political contribu- 
tion as an itemized deduction. This de- 
duction, on a joint return, cannot exceed 
$100, and on the return of a single person 
(or married person filing 'separately) 
cannot exceed $50. Contributions made to 
national political party committees are 
also included under this new ruling.

Food Stamp 
Is Protested 


Carrying signs with slogans such as 
4'There is hunger in the suburbs too" and 
"We don't have the money to eat nor to 
travel to Chicago to apply for stamps," a 
busload of low-Income families from the 
Northwest suburbs protested yesterday 
morning before the offices of the Cook 
Qounty Department of Public Aid. 


They Joined protestors from the south 


and western suburbs in demanding that 
food stamp outposts be returned to out- 
lying suburbs. 


Currently, those persons residing In 


suburban Cook County who 'are eligible 
to receive food stamps, must apply 
through the main outlet at 2030 S. Mich- 
igan Ave. 


"We are starving unnecessarily in the 


Northwest suburbs," said one woman, 
who said the distribution of food stamps 
is excluding the poor of suburbia. 


IN DECEMBER, 1970, a food stamp 


outlet was established through the North- 
west Opportunity Center in Rolling 
Meadows. Caseworkers from the Mich- 
igan Avenue office were sent once a 
week to check out applicants. 


However, last April all outpost workers 


were recalled. The reason given at that 
time was that caseworkers needed to 
learn the new revisions made in the pro- 
gram. They have not been returned. 


David Daniels, Director of Cook Coun- 


ty Department of Public Aid met for an 
hour with the delegation yesterday. 


He gave three reasons for the recalling 


of the outpost workers. They were: a 
lack of manpower, stricter requirements 
set down by the Department of Agricul- 
ture which finances the program, and the 
hazard of having individual caseworkers 
in outlying areas without proper super- 
vision. 


It was suggested that the staff of 


neighborhood centers be utilized more in 
screening applicants for food stamps. He 
agreed to consider the idea. 


Daniels promised in the next two 


weeks to meet with representatives of 
the food stamp program in order to try 
find again institute a distribution plan for 
the suburbs. 


If no immediate steps have been taken 


in that period, many members of the de- 
legation vowed they would be back in 
stronger force.

When the first contingent of students 


from Mersey High School arrived at the 
farm near Mount Vernon, 111., where 
they planned to dig for archeological 
treasures, they asked the farmer where 


Plastic Affects 
Drug's Potency 


The Illinois Pharmaceutical Associ- 


ation has warned patients taking mt- 
rogtycerln tablets that packaging of the 
drug in plastic vials with large cotton 
filler* can result in loss of potency rang- 
ing to M per cent in three months, 


According to Roger Cain, executive di- 


rector of the statewide professional or- 
ganization of pharmacists, recent re- 
search conducted by a University of 
Maryland team Indicated that plastic 
packaging, placing of labels inside the 
vial with the drug, use of a large amount 
of cotton filler, and packaging of nit- 
roglycerin with aspirin all can result in a 
rapid loss of potency of the nitroglycerin 
tablet* which are often prescribed for 
heart patients. 


" L a b o r a t o r y tests involving the 


analysis of nitroglycerin tablets which 
had been dispensed three months earlier 
in clear plastic vials with 'labels placed 
inside the bottle indicated that the ta- 
blets had lost 84 per cent of their labeled 
potency," Cain revealed. 


"Other tests on nitroglycerin tablets 


which had been packaged in a tight, 
screw-cap glass bottle with a large 
amount of filler such as cotton indicated 
that the tablets had lost 75 per cent of 
labeled efficiency after a three-month pe- 
riod," said Cain.

His reply: "You haven't dug it yet." 
At that point, the students may have 


begun to get the idea they were settling 
into fairly primitive surroundings. 


For the next 12 days the 17 students 


and Naidyne Bridwell, a teacher at Her- 
sey, kept a lookout for the Missouri Mon- 
ster, complained about the food prepared 
by "Cookie" (Mrs. Bridwell's husband), 
and watched a flash flood fill up their 
carefully-dug latrine. 


And, more Importantly, they dug into 


the soil of l,he cornfield and sifted its con- 
tents for artifacts left by Indians who 
had lived there before the time of Christ. 


THE ARTIFACTS they found, in- 


cluding pottery fragments, a nearly-in- 
tact hoe and pieces of bone and charcoal 
have been sent to Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity and a nearby junior college 
where tl>ey will be dated,' studied and 
placed on display, 


"We don't know yet how much we've 


uncovered," Mrs. Bridwell said after re- 
turning from the trip. "We believe we 
are on the site of a settlement that dates 
from 4,000 B.C. and we turned up some 
of the oldest things that have been found 
in that area." 


The trip grew out of an archeology 


club at Mersey advised by Mrs. Bridwell, 
a teacher of world history and Latin with 
training in classical archeology. 


Their site, on the Berber Dare farm 


three miles outside of Mount Vernon, has 
an official number assigned by 'the Illi- 
nois Association for the Advancement of 
Archeology. 


The area was divided into five-foot 


squares and teams of students carefully 
excavated, six inches at a time. At the 
end of the J2 days of work, they had dug 
24 inches into the soil. 


THE WORK, the students reported, 


was hot, tiring and interfered with by 


mosquitos, bees and snakes. Even so 
most of them hope to go back next sum- 
mer with Mrs. Bridwell to do some more 
digging 


"Mr. Dare has agreed he won't plow 


the area and plant it this year," Mrs. 
Bridwell said. "We are convinced there 
is much more there " 


In addition to the archeological experi- 


ence, the students came back with sto- 
ries, of tho hospitality of the residents of 


Mount Vernon. 


"The town'was so nice to us," one girl 


said "They started to recognize who we 
were and they were all talking about it." 


The young archeologists also got les- 


sons in outdoor survival. The first latrine 
was flooded after a heavy rain because 
the girls who dug it put it in a dry creek 
bed. "We told everybody we wanted run- 
ning water," one of the girls said, "and, 
boy, did we have running water."

Cable Television: A 'Rebel* In Home Entertainment 


by RALPH NOVAK 


NEW YORK - "Hey, what'* on?" has 


become the central question of the tele- 
vision age, replacing "What is the mean- 
ing of life?" 


Until now, the answer has usually been 


something like "My Little Margie," "The" 
Flintstones," "The Dating Game" or 
"football." But we are in the midst of an 
incipient revolution that may some day 
give us such viewing alternatives as the 
Sunday service at the Presbyterian 
church down on the corner, a PTA meet- 
ing at the local high school, a concert by 
a polka band down at the America VFW 
hall or a panel discussion by a neighbor- 
hood group on how to deal with pollution 
problems in their area. 


The rebel in question is cable tele- 


vision. The specific agent involved is the 
public access channel, which i» some- 
thing like a telephone line. Theoretically, 
at least, it can be used on a first-come, 
first-served basis at any time by any- 
body who wants to communicate some- 
thing. Cable television (which brings sig- 
nals to television receivers through wires 


'Storefront 
Synagogue' 
Plans OKd 


The Woodfield Jewish Congregation 


will receive a special-use variance for a 
storefront synagogue in Weatherway 
Shopping Center between Roselle Road 
and Weathersfield Way in Schaumburg if 
that village's board of trustees gives fi- 
nal approval. 


Unanimous approval at a hearing by 


the Schaumburg Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals for the interim synagogue included 
the stipulations that the congregation 
check fire regulations and that the vari- 
ance will be just for this congregation 
and for this specific purpose. 


EUGENE FELDMAN of Hoffman Es- 


tates, spokesman for the congregation, 
said the storefront will be used for reli- 
gious classes and services. 


Classes will be held three days during 


the week, from about 3:30 to 5 p.m., and 
on Sunday mornings, The congregation 
will hold services Friday evening and 
Saturday morning. 


Feldman said about 30 to 60 children, 


age seven to 13, will attend the weekday 
classes. Younger children aged 5 to 7 will 
go to the Sunday school. 


Approximately 90 to 70 people, primar- 


ily adults, will attend Friday and Satur- 
day services. 


The congregation needs a special-use 


variance because the shopping center is 
zoned for business. Sylvia Parsons, zon- 
ing board secretary, said the business 
category allows business and trade 
schools but does not mention religious 
schools. 


James Toufel, developer of Weath- 


erway, said he feels the synagogue will 
be an asset to the center and will bring 
more people to the shopping area. 


THE ZONING BOARD raised questions 


about the adequacy of present parking 
spaces at the shopping center. Teufel 
said there are enough spaces and that 
the added cars will not affect other busi- 
nesses. 


Feldman said the congregation plans 


to build a permanent synagogue in about 
three years and If the storefront becomes 
too small for the number of children, the 
congregation will seek other quarters. 


Chester J. Mayner. zoning board mem- 


ber, asked if there are any state guide- 
lines for space per pupil and other facil- 
ities that the school must fulfill. Feldman 
said he didn't know of any guidelines the 
congregation has not already provided. 


While the board did not include check- 


ing out the possibility of such guidelines 
in its conditions for approval, Mayner 
suggested the congregation do so before 
it begins classes. 


There are 1,500 square feet in the 


storefront, The board believes this will 
be sufficient to meet fire department re- 
quirements. However, the board asked 
the congregation to check out exact fire 
department regulations concerning the 
number of square feet required per per- 
son. 


The proposed storefront synagogue will 


be presented to the village board for ap- 
proval Aug. 15.

SO WHEN THE Federal Commu- 


nications. Commission (FCC) early this 
year issued an involved set of regulations 
for cable television, it included a provi- 
sion that all new cable systems in the top 
300 television markets in the country 
must provide at least one public access 
channel. And it ordered all existing sys- 
•tems to provide a public channel before 
April 1,1977. 
" 


Thus far'there are only two regularly 


functioning public service operations, one 
in Reading, Pa., and the other in New 
York. 


Since New York's two public service 


channels began operating last July (they 
were required by the city's franchise 
agreement with the two cable com- 
panies active here), more than 100 inde- 
pendent groups have produced programs. 
Each channel is active for about five 
hours a day. 


Most individuals and local groups are 


awed by the thought of putting on their 


own television show. (What mortal dates 
to imagine himself the equal of Walter 
Cronkite, Lucille Ball or Johnny. Car- 
son?) So almost all the public access 
programs produced here have been su- 
pervised by professionals at three cen- 
ters supported by government and foun- 
dations funds, New York University's Al- 
ternate Media Center, Global Village and 
Open Channel. 


Open Channel, which has spent about 


$150,000 in its first year in helping turn 
out about six hours of programming a 
week, gave some idea of the possibilities 
of public access at a recent retrospective 
showing of programs it helped create. 


ONE HIGH SCHOOL student inter- 


views another about graffiti on the 
school walls. A community newspaper re- 
porter investigates National Guard activ- 
ities at a local park. A group of black 
construction workers picket a project. 
The choir at a church bursts into a gos- 
pel. A neighborhood group discusses zon- 
ing changes in its area. 


None of which will knock "All in the 


Family" off the rating charts. But the 
programs show the, flexibility of cable 


television — programs can be shown city- 
wide or to- a small area, designed lor a 
large general audience or a small specif- 
ic one. 


"We have freedom of speech and free- 


dom of the press," says Theodora Sklo- 
ver, Open Channel's executive director. 
"This is the beginning of freedom of tele- 
vision." 


The stress is on the word "beginning," 


since public access television still has 
more than its share of problems. 


One is regulation. What limits, if any, 


should be put on what kind of material is 
shown and who will'impose those limits? 
What about libel, inciting a riot, blasphe- 
my: (FCC rules already prohibit the 
showing of advertising, lottery informa- 
tion or obscene matter.) 


THE NEW YORK cable systems are 


permitted by 'their franchise to preview 
all public access programs (all shows 
are video taped).. But only two programs 
have been rejected, both for being too 
sexually explicit. 


"When the public access idea first 


came up, everybody thought it would all 
be only kooks coming up with" pro- 


grams," Ms. Sklover says. "It hasn't 
turned out that way. The only time we've 
turned people down is when we didn't 
have enough facilities to meet the de- 
mand." 


Another problem is financing. Even 


though cable programs are relatively 
cheap to produce, not every individual or 
group can afford his own studio. The 
public access" centers here have been 
providing equipment and technical help 
to would-be program producers but their 
grants will not last forever and they 
want future "cable franchise arrange- 
ments to provide for some kind of financ- 
ing for public access^ perhaps by taxing 
cable fees. 


Politics enters in, too. Anda Korsts 


wrote recently in the "Cable Report" 
section of the "Chicago Jounalism Re- 
view" that one explanation for the lack 
of cable television franchises in Chicago 
is tht Mayor Richard Daley is concerned 
about the policital possibilities of public 
access. 


THERE IS ALSO the difficulty in over- 


coming the traditional let-you-entertain- 


me attitude toward television. "People 
have£ learn that just as a pi^of pa- 
per is a medium for communication, so 
is television," Ms. Sklover says. 


And there is the distribution question. 


Is anybody watching? 


There are only about 100,000 cable sub- 


scribers in New York and most of them 
are a lot less interested in public access 
programs than they are in seeing the 
home games of the Knicks and Rangers, 
which are cable's biggest attractions 


Nationwide there were at the end of 


1971 -about 2,800 cable systems serving 
six million subscribers, or only about 9 
per cent of aU television households in 
America, according to "On the Cable," a 
report based on an 18-month study by the 
Alfred P. Sloan Foundation's Commis- 
sion on Cable Communications. 


The Sloan Commission also predicted, 


however, that" by 1980 more than 40 per 
cent of American television homes would 
have cable service, creating a potentially 
vital role for public access channels in 
the communications process.

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Could There Be A Doctor Strike?

SAN FHANCISCO (UPI) - Dr. Sanford 


A. Marcus wants physicians to belong to 
a union. So do an estimated 15,000 other 
doctors in several states. 


Marcus is president oi the Union of 


American Physicians, a new San Fran- 
ctoco area group that has attracted 1,000 
members paying dues of $100 a year. 


A mail poll conducted by the magazine 


Medical Opinion showed on July 9 that 
half of 152 doctors responding were both 
willing to join unions and to strike. 


Why? 
For one thing, the doctors say they 


aren't making enough money. For anoth- 
er, they are dissatisfied with so-called 
third-party-payers the insurance com- 
panies and government health programs 
now footing two-thirds of the nation's 
medical bills. 


And they are looking for a weapon in 


CM* Congress adopts a national health 
insurance program, which many see as 
inevitable. 


"Our three adversaries are insurance 


companies, the government, and the 
American Hospital Association, whose 
administrators aspire to become employ-

ers of all physicians by taking over new 
health care systems," says Marcus', a 
•San Francisco surgeon. 


FOR A BEGINNING, some of the dues 


collected in San Francisco may go for liti- 
gation under the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act to win rights for municipally 
employed physicians who Marcus says 
earn less than plumbers. Other money 
will be stockpiled for the future. . 


Until recently, the union idea appealed 


mainly to interns and residents who long 
received the barest minimum for living. 
New York's Committee of Residents and 
Interns, which has 4,000 members, was 
founded in 1957. 


But now the doctors who are unionizing 


are private practitioners, including both 
liberal Democrats and conservative Re- 
publicans. 


As inflation pushed up the doctor's rent 


and personal staff costs, Medicare fees 
changed little, Marcus asserts, leaving 
some physicians' net income reduced. 
Then, the Federal Price Board restricted 
the annual increase in medical fees to 2.5 
per cent. 
'"For example, I work the first 38 


hours of the week just to cover my out- 
of-pocket overhead," Marcus said.

For the present, Hoffman's opinion 


clearly reflects that of the great majority 
of those who run the AMA. However, the 
leadership of the AMA, which includes 
slightly less than half the nation's 350,000 
doctors in its membership, shows signs 
of changing.

The Mosquito's 


Secret Ally 


Although history may prove us 


wrong, it appears that for the 
Northwest suburbs this hot and 
muggy summer will come to be 
called the "Year of the Mosquito." 


All summer the pesky creatures 


have been mounting ferocious at- 
tacks on suburbanites who are nor- 
mally accustomed 
to spending 


some of their time outdoors. 


This year, combinations of tem- 


perature and rainfall have made 
outdoor living difficult, if not im- 
possible. 


All this would be inconvenient 


but also ascribabie to the whims of 
nature if another ally of the mos- 
quito had not interfered. This year 
the mosquito's best ally seems to 
be another pesky creature, the pol- 
itician. 


Through a series of near-incred- 


ible moves and countermoves, the 
office holders who run the North- 
west Mosquito Abatement District 
and those who run at least one sub- 
urban community have managed 
to leave residents without respon- 
sive government. 


The tale began earlier this year 


when two communities, Schaum- 
burg and Palatine, passed ordi- 
nances banning the use of the 
chemical Malathion in both vil- 
lages, claiming it was an environ- 
mentally cruel agent. 


In effect, the ordinances were di- 


rected at the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District which uses the 
chemical in its spraying tech- 
niques. Neither village outlawed 
the District from attacking the 
breeding grounds of mosquitoes by 
draining or covering stagnant bod- 
ies of water. 


But in passing the spraying ban, 


the politicians did not count on na- 
ture's perversity. This is a bounty 
year for mosquitoes and the resi- 
dents of Schaumburg sought relief 
from the hordes by asking the vil- 
lage to allow spraying on an emer- 
gency basis. Schaumburg officials 
responded to citizen request and 
asked NMAD to spray. 


Now it was the mosquite abate- 


ment district's turn to be tough. Of- 
ficials there said no; no spraying 
without certain^ concessions from 
the village. 
These concessions 


would make the village's position 
in defense of its ordinance against 
spraying untenable, and the village 
refused. 


Then came the most incredible of 


all moves by a local government. 
In r e s p o n s e to pleas from 
Schaumburg residents to do some- 
thing about 
the 
mosquito in- 


festation, the Schaumburg board 
told these residents to go outiand 
hire themselves a lawyer and sue 
the Mosquito Abatement District 
for failure to provide services. 


At that point, telling residents to 


spend their own money for a law- 
yer was a poor suggestion. The Vil- 
lage should have taken independent 
action to help relieve the mosquito 
plague. 


For its part, the Mosquito Abate- 


ment* District has been less than 
gracious. Its job is to control mos- 
quitoes and that simple task seems 
to have eluded the District this 
year to the point where response to 
the plight of residents of the dis- 
trict is secondary to its crusade to 
use Malathion where it pleases. 


The District 
is 
also acting 


petulantly in refusing to spray cer- 
tain streets in Hoffman Estates be- 
cause they are too close to the bor- 
ders of Schaumburg. 


Where all this will end no one 


knows. Perhaps the best advice to 
give residents of the infested area 
is to point to a calendar and ex- 
plain the first killing frost is only a 
few months away. 


At best, this affair is a warning 


to suburban residents that local 
government sometimes puts itself in 
the precarious position of protect- 
ing a legal stance it has taken in- 
stead of saving residents from in- 
convenience. 


At worst, the itch you scratch 


tonight may not be from just a 
mosquito; it might be a politician's 
way of saying this is not a local 
election year.

'Chess Is A War Game9 


In response to the editorial which the 


Herald wrote concerning the Chess 
Grandmaster Bobby Fischer, printed in 
Friday's paper, I have come to the con- 
clusion that the Herald staff knows noth- 
ing more about playing chess, than they 
probably do about playing tiddly-winks'' 


Yes, the so-called "antics" of Bobby 


Fischer are meant to break the Russian 
champions cool, and offset his game So 
what? That is one of the essential stra- 
tegies of the game. Anyone who really 
intends to win at chess, uses that prin- 
ciple of psychological tactics in one form 
or another, perhaps without his ever 
knowing it. There is never a time when 
the psychological aspects of chess take a 
back seat to anything It is the purpose 
of the game for one player to see if he 
can possibly "break" the otherNplayer 
into making a mistake, and then taking 
advantage of that and maybe winning 
the game. 


Chess is basically a miniature war 


game, with two opposing armies facing 
each other on a prescribed field of battle. 
Chess has always been considered as a 
war game, even since it was first in- 
vented centuries ago for that purpose. 
And, as in an actual war, you must use 
every available method at your disposal 
to win, and tht includes using a large 
amount- of psychological warfare to 
break the' morale of the opposing army. 
So as it must be in chess. Not only must 
you be able to out-maneuver your oppo- 


nent's pieces, but you must destroy him 
morally by keeping him so busy with 
advancing pieces, that he cannot pos- 
sibly 'try and checkmate you. 


With these tactics, Bobby Fischer ap- 


pears to be having some positive effects 
on the Russian, because Spassky now ap- 
pears to be irritated at everything Fis- 
cher does. About the fifth game, the Rus- 
sian was complaining about everything 
from the way Fischer shows up late for 
the matches, to* the way be keeps wig- 
gling his left foot during his moves. So, 
for all'intents and purposes,/it appears 
that Fischer's "antics" have worked, and 
that he's beginning to crack the Russian. 
And observers watching Spassky play, 
even agree that he is having troubles 
comprehending what is going on around 
him, and his games recently prove it. 


At the beginning of the matches, 


Spassky held a 2-0 lead on Fischer. Now, 
after six games, Fischer has gained a 
3%-2% lead over the Russian champion, 
and now with the better prospects for 
taking the World Chess Championship 
Title from the Russians. In fact, if Fis- 
cher continues what your Herald staff 
naively call "antics," and still manages 
to keep gaining the offensive spirit while 
in play, I predict that Bobby Fischer will 
capture the title for the United States for 
the first time in history, and take it away 
from the Russians who have held it since 
1948.1 will go even further than that, and 
predict that Fischer will win the title by 


at LEAST TWO games ahead of the Rus- 
sian 


For your own information, chess in 


Russia is as nation-wide as baseballs 
here in the States. And when the Russians 
lose at chess, unlike us, they begin tak- 
ing a very serious close look at their cul- 
ture, because they think something must 
be wrong with it if they lost. If anything, 
when the U S. challenger Bobby Fischer 
wins the title, it will create a huge up- 
heaval and disillusionment within Rus- 
sia, with a deepening of differences be- 
tween our two countries, not improve- 
ments. By winning the title, the United 
States will be taking away from the Rus- 
sians something they have always had, 
and are supposed to be the best at; and 
probably even fancy themselves origina- 
ting. It would be similar to the Russians 
winning the World Series in baseball, 
even though they don't play, instead of 
the United States.

And as this reporter has seen in three 


wars, bombing is frequently very in- 
accurate. The number of times bombers 
have hit their own troops or allies has- 
never been fully reported. It is probable 
that some pilots, finding their primary 
targets inaccessible, have bombed here 
and there, randomly hitting dikes. 


We do not know yet whether some oth- 


er pilots have^taken matters into their 
own hands. 


But make no mistake about it, North 


Vietnam is having dike trouble. It will 
likely be deadly serious in the months 
ahead. 


There was heavy flooding last year. 


This flooding caused widespread destruc- 
tion of dikes. Many which held through 
these floods were seriously weakened 
and required extensive repairs. 


Women today are two-thirds of the ag- 


ricultural labor force in North Vietnam 
and that force has been stretched paper- 
thin. Because the Chinese withdrew their 
thousands of labor troops and because 
heavy casualties in the war in the South 
further depleted available manpower, 
dike repair has lagged. There have not 
been enough workers to spare. 


Yet dikes historically have taken great 


amounts of manpower In the okten days, 
it is reported, farmers were required to 
labor 60 to 120 days a' year on public 
works to protect the fields. 


This year's rains have further wea- 


kened dikes that last year's floods soft- 
ened up. Even if there was no bombing 
in 1972, there still would be floods and 
considerable destruction in North Viet- 
nam.

NEW YORK (UPI) - During the 


spring rumble about ITT Corp.'s abortive 
pledge to the San Diego convention bu- 
reau for the Republican convention it de- 
veloped that ITT officials destroyed 
some records about the matter in an 
electric shredder. 


That caused a sales flurry for the 


makers of office shredders, reports Mir- 
ris Golde of Electric Waste Basket Corp. 
of New York. It Is one of a half dozen 
makers of these gadgets which have be- 
come more or less a necessity to corpo- 
rations, universities, hospitals and large 
government departments in recent years. 


The shredders come in many sizes 


from desk top models selling for $100 or 
less to giants costing $3,000 or more 
which gobble up tons of outdated printout 
records from computers and other mass 
printed material that for various reasons 
shouldn't be left lying around. 


"WE ALWAYS BENEFIT In sales 


when there's a news item about waste- 
paper shredders," Golde said. "We even 
benefited from a story about a costly 
error when a bank officer mistakenly 
had a batch of live checks destroyed in a 
shredder. The bank hired students to sort 
out the scraps' and put many of the 
checks together again." 


The wastepaper shredder industry de- 


veloped during the late 1950s as gov- 
ernment departments and business neces- 


sarily became more security conscious 
because of the increase in industrial and 
commercial 
espionage. 
Professional 


spies were finding office wastebaskets 
and refuse cans treasure mines of sa- 
lable information. Out of them they cul- 
led' such trade secrets as customer lists 
and product ideas. 


Universities and hospitals became the 


next big customers because they ac- 
cumulate vast files of confidential 
records about patients, students and oth- 
er persons that would constitute an in- 
vasion of privacy if not properly de- 
stroyed. 


GOLDE SAID the shredders serve oth- 


er purpose!!. 


"By destroying working papers, pre- 


liminary calculations and rejected docu- 
ments of all 'kinds they eliminate or 
greatly reduce the possibility of such pa- 
pers getting into permanent files and 
perpetuating erroneous or inadequate in- 
formation," he expalined. 


The shredder also helps in combatting 


ah- pollution. It makes it easier to get rid 
of huge amounts of wastepaper without 
burning it on the premises as so many 
firms used to do. 


The shredder reduces wastepaper to a 


compact mass that is easily baled and 
more easily sold to wastepaper dealers 
for repulping. 


So the machines help conserve pulp- 


wood trees to" said Golde.

Mutual fund performance for the first 


half of the year has taken an odd and 
perhaps ominous, turn. 


An overwhelming majority of all funds 


slipped into the loss column during the 
April-to-June second quarter, despite the 
bullish ebullience on Wall Street and 
gains in the general market averages. 


Among a total of 585 funds, 345 of them 


recorded net losses during ,the second 
quarter, according to performance data 
in the current "Mutual Funds Score- 
board," published quarterly by the 
Hirsch Organization, Old Tappan, N. J. 


The figures are beginning to look like 


1969-70 all over again — yet there is no 
general market decline to blame it on, or 
explain it. Dow-Jones index gained a re- 
spectable 4.4 per cent in the first half of 
the year — though the rise during the 
second quarter subsided to only m per 
cent. 


WHY, THEN, should 59 per cent of the 


mutual funds suddenly tumble into the 
aet loss column? There may be some 
subtler, more technical explanation, but 
the most obvious guess is that large 
numbers of them are now beginning to 
hurt from the heavy redemptions, and 
lack of sales, that have been plaguing 
moat funds for many months. 


This has been going on, in some funds, 


since early in 1971. Owners have been 
cashing in their shares, thus talcing mon- 
ey out of the funds, faster than new in- 
vestor* have been buying shares and put- 
ting money in. This requires a fund to 
begin dipping into cash reserves, and if 
it goes on long enough, the fund will have 
to begin selling some of the stocks in its 
portfolio to raise the cash needed for re- 


demption of shares. 


This "net redemptions" phenomenon 


first became industrywide in June, 1971 
— that is, redemptions for all mutual 
funds totaled more than sales for all mu- 
tual funds. As this problem of the funds 
continued month after month, a number 
of observers began to express concern 
about its possible effect on the entire 
market. 


The mutual funds hold, generally, huge 


blocks of stock. If the net-redemption 
problems reach proportions that begin 
forcing the funds into heavy selloffs from 
their portfolio!!, say the worriers, dump- 
ing of big blocks onto the market could 
depress prices sharply — even send the 
market into a spin. 


THERE IS no way of confirming, 


whether this explains the sudden slip- 
age of a great majority of the funds into 
a net-loss position during the April-June 
period. The fund managers deny— publi- 
cly — that redemptions have so far 
forced them into anything more than nor- 
mal portfolio turnover. 


But something strange is happening. 


The 585 funds followed by "Mutual Funds 
Scoreboard" averaged a gain of 8.8 per 
cent during the first quarter — and only 
18 recorded a net loss at the end of that 
quarter. Then, three months later, it's 
revealed that 345 of them operated at a 
loss for the quarter.

Maybe it's just something • seasonal. 


Then again, maybe it's the appearance 
of a small, black cloud on the: horizon. It 
bears close watching by investors, or 
anyone whose finances could be touched 
by a turn for the worse.

Constitution, townships can be abolished 
or merged through a referendum vote of 
township residents. Similar drives spon- 
sored by the League of Women Voters 
(LWV) are' under way hi Miles, North- 
field and Palatine townships. 


LWV OFFICIALS say they do not know 


at this point if the abolition measure can 
be carried by a majority of persons vot- 
ing on the measure itself or must obtain 


a majority of all votes cast in the No- 
vember elections. 


Michael LaVelle, attorney with the 


election department of the Cook County 
clerk's office, said from, the preliminary 
research he has done so far, he believes 
the abolition measure can be carried by 
a simple majority of those voting on the 
measure itself. 


LaVelle stressed, however, that he has 


not thoroughly studied the issue as yet 
and 'his opinion is not an official one. 


The three groups working for the aboli- 


tion proposal in Maine Township are the 
LWV organizations in Des Plaines, Park 
Ridge and Morton Grove-Niles. Neither 
Maine Twp. Supervisor William' Ziehn 
nor Twp. Clerk Philip Raffe were imme- 
diately available for comment on the 
LWV's efforts. 


League officials say they will need 


about 5,000 petition signatures to put the 
proposal on the ballot. Deadline for filing 
the petitions is Aug. 21. 


IN A PRESS statement released yes- 


terday the LWV groups said the referen- 
dum would allow voters to choose wheth- 
er they want the townships to continue. 


"Township government was estab- 


lished to provide government for rural 
areas. As incorporations and annexations 
took place, a number of township duties 
were assumed by other governmental 
bodies often leading to a duplication of 
services," the LWV said. 
- Court decisions and recent legislation 


have further eroded the role of town- 
ships, the LWV said. Township collectors 
were forbidden from collecting taxes and 
the resulting loss of the 2 per cent com- 
mission ended the traditional methods of 
f i n a n c i n g township operations, the 
groups said. 
Townships were forced to levy proper- 


ty taxes to raise revenues and no longer 
had excess commission funds available 
to distribute to school districts the LWV 
said.

And Going Like Old Faithful 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


JACKSON HOLE, Wyo. - It's 6 o'clock 


in the morning when Gary McLaren gets 
up and the first thing he does is head for 
the living room in his cottage at Moose 
Junction. Through the picture window he 
looks over the broad basin of Jackson 
Hole; then abruptly rising before his 
eyes is the majestic Grand Teton, the 
tallest white-encrusted pyramidal peak 
of the Teton Range. 


T*» ritual is the same every day. Gary 


never tires of the panorama. . 


"Every time I look," he says, "it's 


beautiful. It's like I want to make'sure 
the mountains are still there. I never 
take them for granted. They're still as 
interesting as the first time I saw them." 


That was 20 years ago when District 


Ranger Gary McLaren first took up his 
post at the headquarters of the Grand 
Teton National Park. 


Twenty eight miles to the north of him 


on Highway 89, separated only by a nar- 
row belt of forest laud, lies Yellowstone 


National Park, the granddaddy of them 
all. Yellowstone was the first national 
park in the world and remains essential- 
ly 3,400 square miles of wilderness. 


/ 


THIS IS THE centennial year. .The oc- 


casion will be commemorated from Sept. 
18-27 with the Second World Conference 
oh National Parks, to be held at both 
Yellowstone and Grand Teton, with dele- 
gates from more than 90 countries at- 
tending. 


The two- parks plus five national for- 


ests surrounding them are equal [in area 
to the three states of Connecticut, New 
Hampshire and Rhode Island. 


• Here one can still drink pure water 
directly from the Snake River or glacial- 
fed Jackson Lake, through which the 
Snake flows. 


Here also is where Gary McLaren once 


started out in a pickup truck from Moose 
Junction and by the time he got to Jenny 
Lake at the base of the Grand Teton, 
seven miles away,, the! whole truck was 
full of discarded beer cans. 


That was 15 years ago. Now 15 to 20 


people do nothing all summer in the park 
but pick up roadside litter. Two trucks, 
in 12-hour shifts, are out constantly pa- 
. trolling for waste. 


"Now;" says Gary, "many of the 


people are demanding of the country the 
right to go out and tear it up." 


PRESERVING THE NATURAL state 


has been his life. Gary was born and 
raised in the Rockies of Colorado, where 
his dad was a park ranger for 36 years. 
He has two brothers in the park "service, 
,one at the Grand Canyon, another at 
Rocky .Mountain National Park. Gary; 
who served with'the 10th Mountain Divi- 
sion in Italy during World War II,* has 
been a-ranger more than half his'life. He 


At Grand Teton, he's in Resources 


Management and Visitor Protection, a 
euphemism for a'ranger cop. His territo- 
ry' is 310,000 acres. Through it last year , 
passed 3.2 million visitors (1972 figures 
are up 30 per cent). 
' , ' 


And yet a visit here is the reaffirma- 


tion of nature untrammeled despite the 
incursion of man. 


It is bolstered''by the., tran- 


q u i l i'ty of a raft float on calm 
stretches of the Snake as it winds 
through the sagebrush of .the Jackson 
Hole country in this northwest nook of 
Wyoming under the serene granite of 
Mount Moran with its1 year-round gla- 
ciers, and the other Tetans. 


"Through mistakes made in places like 


Yosemite," says McLaren, "we've been 
able to see what's going on and avoid 
them. For instance, Yosemite proved to 
all parks that people like to 'have side 
distance in camping." 


The Grand Tetons... nature untrammeled. 


SO THE SAME grounds at 


Lodge remain rustic and secluded. When 
the ground is denuded, as at String Lake, 
campers are forbidden and the area re- 
verts to nature.' 


"The hippies," says McLaren, "came 


in with the idea they'would stay all sum- 
mer and forced the park 'to lower camp 
stays from 30-day to 14-day limits on one 
site." 
. From the window of his small-office at 
the Visitor Center, Robert Woody can see 
-the steam rising in progressively bigger 
puffs. Through it a spray of water.jumps 
in spurts even higher until it reaches a 
summit of 130 feet; 


At 1:05 p.m., Old Faithful has erupted, 


just as it has'every 65 minutes since an 
intrepid trapper named John Colter, try- 
ing,to elude hostile Indians, first stum- 
bled upon the geyser back in 1810. 


It'is Yellowstone's most famous phe- 


nomenon, one'of 3,000 geysers in the 
park. And around it has risen virtually a 
summer urban .community to accom- 
modate the 25,000 daily visitors who ob- 
serve its regular gushing. 


WOODY, A TALL, slender, studious- 


looking North Carolinian, is the ranger in 
charge of the Old Faithful station. He 
has been there since last October. 


"This park is one of the best examples 


of-wilderness left in the U.S.A.," says 
Woody, whose park service has also in- 
cluded the Everglades in Florida and the 
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70% savings 
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Civil War battlegrounds of Vicksburg 
and Antietam. 


"People coming here should get away 


from the windshield experience." Mean- 
ing they should get off the 500 miles of 
road and onto the 1,000 miles of trails. 


Yet this also leads to one of the haz- 


ards associated with national parks. One 
man has already been killed by a bear in 
Yellowstone while camping at an unau- 
thorized spot. 


"There is a reluctance of people to re- 


spect danger as associated with wild ani- 
mals," says Woody. "They'll completely 
I encircle a bull bison. I can appreciate 
their enthusiasm, but it's dangerous." 


FOR HIMSELF, Woody best .appre- 


ciates the winter where the snow gets so 
deep the roads are closed and the only 
way into, Old Faithful is by oversized 
snowmobiles, called snow coaches. Some 
25,000 people manage to get into the 
park's interior in a winter. 


"With the big push in environment 


awareness," he says, "people have come 
to take a more -appreciative view of 
parklands. All you've got to do/Is ride 
down the highway and see it." 


In a day of riding through the park, 


along the crest of the Grand Canyon of 
the Yellowstone, through' the bubbling 
mud flats, past endless' miles of forest 
and meadow, only one stray piece'of pa- 
per was seen. 


A ranger who spends all his time here 


gets an entirely'different perspective of 
-life.

"Where else,1; muses Woody, "can you 


walk outside the front door and see a 
herd of elk? Or be late for dinner- be- 


cause there's a buffalo grazing outside 
your vehicle and,' you have to' wait for 
him to go away?"

NATURE .HAS ITS 'danger for man. 


Deep in the Otter Body snow field under 
the crest of Grand Teton lies a body en- 
tombed forever because in this country, 
the glaciers cling to the mountain all 
year long. The victim was one of a party 
j>f 14 mountain climbers stranded during 
a surprise August snowstorm. 


There is a ranger force in Grand Teton 


National Park which specializes in 
mountain rescues. Last year alone, six 
people were killed on the mountain, three 
of them while glissading — a hazardous 
form of skiing down' a glacier, without 
skis. 


Even in the winter when blizzards buf- 


fet the highest crags, hardy souls brave 


the climate in climbing -attempts. 


"We're proposing," says Glenn S. Ey- 


erhardt, "that 110,000 acres of our park 
be placed in a wilderness mountain 
range." 


EVERHARDT IS Grand Teton park su- 


perintendent He's not consciously trying 
to deter mountain climbers. They'll keep 
coming, for the usual nohreason." The

"We have," says Everhardt, "a good 


clean park." And people know it. Since

Offstage, you'd never believe Elvira 


Cut! has been a gorilla for 2t years. 


It's hard to picture the attractive 


blonde bounding across a stage, scratch- 
ing a hairy chest and climbing a bamboo 
coconut tree to avoid phony bullets. But 
she does it and sometime* three times a 
day. 


"I made a monkey out of her," 


laughed Charles Guti, her husband and a 
leader of The Gutis, a slapstick jungle 
comedy act now appearing in the circus 
at the Randhurst Shopping Center in 
Mount Prospect. 


Elvira was a secretary before she mar- 


ried Cud and joined the act. Their two 
children, Heidi and Peter, and partner 
Mickey Kltschke also are part of their 
vaudeville version of Tarzan and the 
Apes. 


PERFORMING SINCE 1946, The Gutis 


have traveled all over the United States, 
Cuba, Mexico 'and Europe.-They ap- 
peared on the Ed Sullivan Show twice 
and did a two-year atint with the Ring- 
ling Brothers Barnum and Bailey Circus. 
The group also has performed on the 
same stages with Buddy Hackett, George 
Gobel, Johnny Cash and Hugh O'Brian. 


"The first time we were on the Ed Sul- 


livan Show, Elvis Presley was on," said 
Heidi, 28, who first performed with the 
act when she was 5. "Elvis Presley, who 
was he? Now I wish I could remember 
Mm." 


HekM admits it takes "guts" to get up 


on stage dressed as a kangaroo or horse, 
only to be chased by your father, who 
resembles^a jungle version of Oliver 
Hardy. She's thought about leaving the 
act, but always changes her mind. "I'd 
miss the travel," she explained.^ 


Kitscbke, a quiet, shy man, also enjoys 


performing. "I've gotten so used to it it 
just doesn't bother me anymore," said

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Air Compressor Fails; 300 Delayed 
Train Breakdown Stalls Commuters

From 300 to 400 Northwest suburban 


commuters to Chicago were delayed 40 
minute* In arriving downtown yesterday 
after a Chicago t North Western Ry. 
originating in Harvard, Hi, broke down. 


The train which was traveling the rail- 


road's Northwest line, was due to arrive 
at 9:19 a.m. It reached Chicago at 10 
a.m. 


The train's air compressor started to 


fail hi the vicinity of DCS Plaines, said a 
company spokesman. It failed com- 
pletely at the Jefferson Park station, ac- 
tivating an automatic brake which pre- 


vents the train from moving if there is 
not enough air pressure in hoses, he said. 
Some passengers disembarked, catching 
CTA rapid transit trains, while others re- 
mained with the C&NW. 


Crews contacted a later train, due to 


arrive in Chicago at 9:47 a.m. along'the 
same tracks. When the second .train ar- 
rived at Jefferson Park its air hoses 
were connected to the first, supplying 
enough pressure to release the brakes. 


The passengers were told only that 


there had been an engine, failure. But 
those in the first car overheard conversa- 


tions between the engineer and conductor 
and the engineer on the second train. 
From what they heard, most believed the 
air compressor supplied power to the 
brakes, instead of releasing them. Sev- 
eral of what seemed to be test stops were 
made after leaving the Jefferson Park 
.Ration. 


/ 
Those passengers seemed to enjoy the 


ride, although they were a bit nervous. 
Interspersed with occasional nervous 
laughs were comments like "I hope they 
can stop it at the station downtown." 


'Keystone Cops' Chase Nabs Two 


Two burglary suspects who escaped on 


their way out of court led Des Plaines 
police on a two-hour chase yesterday 
that was described by the presiding 
judge as a "Keystone Cops comedy." 


The two men got away from a Cook 


County Sheriff's baliff at 11:30 a.m. while 
being brought from court in the Des 
Plaines City Hall to the police station lo- 
cated in the same building. 


Richard Banks, 19, of 1828 Webster 


Ln,, Des Plaines, and Terry Ingram, 22, 
of 132 N. Hale St., Wheaton, ran out of 
the unlocked rear entrance of city hall, 
1412 Miner St. as baliff Lynn Fairbanks 
was escorting the pair back to the city 
lockup, police said. 


THE 
KEYSTONE COPS comment 


came from Associate Judge Francis, 
Glowacki. The judge's car, parked be- 
hind city hall, was damaged at one point 
when a patrolman hurriedly backed his 
three-wheel motorcycle into the side of 
the car while trying to turn it around to 
chase the escaping prisoners. 


Ingram was captured hiding behind a 


garage at 1108 Walnut St. a half hour 
after off duty patrolman Jack Whetstone 
saw him walking down the street. Whets- 
tone had originally arrested Banks and 
Ingram Aug. 24 for allegedly burglar- 
izing two Des Plaines service stations. 


Police squad cars and unmarked de- 


tective cars then spent more than an 
hour criss-crossing streets in central Des 
Plaines in search of Banks, who turned 
himself in to police at 1:30 p.m. He re- 
portedly told police he ran to the Drury 
Motel, 374 Lee St., after his escape, and 
called his mother, who summoned a law- 
yer and returned him to the station. 


Whetstone told the Herald that when he . 


saw Ingram -walking down Margaret 
Street he became suspicious because he 
knew Ingram had been in the custory of 
the Cook County Sheriff's police and 
wasn't scheduled for court until later in 
the day. 


"I called the station and found out In- 


gram and Banks had just escaped so 1 
got my service revolver and chased him 
through the backyards," Whetstone said. 


He said Ingram was already captured 


by Patrolman Jack Muhs when he 
caught up. Muhs had been dispatched to 
the scene after Whetstone's phone call to 
the police station. 
( 


The pair had been brought up to the 


courtroom on the second floor of city 
hall. The court clerk determined when 
Banks and Ingram arrived in the court- 
room, that the pair wasn't scheduled to 
appear until 1:30 p.m. 


FAIRBANKS REPORTEDLY was re- 


turning the two to the city lockup and 
wa» about to open the door leading into 
the police station when they escaped.The 
station entrance is directly across the 
hall from the door the two suspects ran 
out, police said. 


Banks and Ingram were not hand- 


cuffed at the time of their escape. Lt. 
August Schwiesow told the Herald the 
court has requested that no prisoner be 
brought into the court room with hand- 
cuffs on. 


• "I think that will be changed now. 
They weren't hearing felony cases here 


before," Schwiesow said. 


Yesterday was the first time the Third 


Municipal District of the Cook County 
circuit Court held felony cases in Des 
Plaines-. Previously such cases were 
heard in Niles. 


When Ingram and Banks were finally 


brought before Glowacki, their burglary 
oases were continued until .Aug. 24 at 
1:30 p.m. Glowacki also ordered an addi- 


tional $2;50Q bond on the pair and sched- 
uled a preliminary hearing on charges of 
escape from custody for the same date 
as the burglary hearing. 


Banks is now being held in Cook Coun- 


ty Jail in lieu of a $17,500 bond for seven 
charges of burglary and .escape. 'Ingram 
is also being held in Cook 'County Jail in 
lieu of a $12,500 bond on two charges of 
burglary and escape from custody. 


New Control Tower

Starting with the premise that there is 


no scientific way to pick a winner, I 
headed out to Arlington Park Race 
Track ready to put my Intuition to work. 


A novice at the track, I couldn't see 


wasting my money on a Racing Form 
and the rest of the paraphernalia people 
were trying to pawn off on me. I figured 


. a 35-cent program coupled with my in- 


tuition would do just as good and save 


, me some money. 
' 
System? Sure 1 had a system, but it 


was a far cry from that used by the 
track veterans. 


PROGRAM IN hand, I first checked 


out the horses' names. I figure a horse 
with a good sounding name is a pretty 
'.sound bet. I'm partial to horses' names 
that alliterate or rhyme, like Reaping 
•Jfolder and Lotta Botta. Reaping Raider 
"failed me on this method finishing fourth 
' but Lotta Botta finished second returning 
$3 on a $2 bet. 


Next come the horses' numbers. I like 


odd numbers best and seven is my num- 
ber. 
• 


The number system didn't fail me. Odd 


numbered horses were my forte and sev- 
en my lucky number. Of my eight-win- 
ners, three were number sevens and six 
had odd numbers. 


The real test of the numbers system 


came in the seventh race when I bet on 
-number seven who was racing in a field 


of seven. The horse, City Lynx, finished 
first but a steward's inquiry and jockey's 
claim of fault resulted in his being 
bumped to third. Regardless, he still end- 
ed up paying $4.20 on my $2-show bet. 


By the time I had gone through the' 


names and numbers, I usually had my 
bet secured or the field narrowed down 
to two or three horses.' The final deter- 
mining points were the color of the jock- 
ey's shirt and the initials on his back. 


WHEN THE horse's owner's initials, 


which appear on the jockey's shirt, 
match those of the jockey it is as sure a 
bet as anything the racing forms will 


turn up. This coincidence only occurred 
once when Armed Bupers, owned by 
Miller Farms,1 ,MF, was being'rfdden by 
Marty Freed. The combination brought 
me a $5.40 return on a $2 show bet. 


As to colors, I was a little lerry of 


horses being ridden, by a jockey in pink. 
Yellow is- my favorite' color but in the 
absence of yellow,' I settled for any 


bright color or my college colors of 
green and white. 
' 


But even my system had its short- 


comings. Following a photo finish for 
third place in the first race where my 
horse had to settle for fourth, I thought I 
had a sure thing for the second race and 
a way to win back my losses. I hit upon 
the name Youth Passport and then ev- 
erything clicked in place. The jockey was 
wearing yellow and had my initials, JV, 
on his back. As if that wasn't enough, it 
was the number two horse in the second 
race. 


It looked like such a sure thing I was 


tempted to put down $2 to win'but settled 
for a $2 show bet. Well, it didn't" matter. 
My sure thing finished second to last. 


When the same jockey came up in the 


eighth race wearing the same shirt I put 
another $2 down out of principal. This 
time the horse finished second. 


WITH ONLY one win behind me before 


the sixth race and my funds dwindling, 
my 
system finally 
started coming 


through. I picked seven paying horses in • 
the next four races. 
, 


Then I 'started getting risky and put- 


ting as much as $6 down on three horses 
in a single race.,This was high rollin' for 
me. 


Realizing no system is invincible and 


no horse a "sure thing" I stuck with $2 
show bets. The veterans warned me I 
would never get rich with the show bets 
but by this time I wasn't listening. I've 
seen them tear up win ticket after win' 
ticket. 


The final outcome was a 20 cent profit, 


and a vow to consider myself lucky- and 
put my system to rest for the remainder 
of the season.

FAMOUS LAST WORDS. To test the 


system, I and a womanly colleague — a 
rank newcomer to horsing around at the 
racetrack;— decided- that %e would 
spend a day at the races. 


She, knowing nothing' about 'horses and 


handicapping, would" use what .might 
charitably be called woman's intuition to 
make her selections.' * 


I, on the other hand, being'the grizzled, 


wizened veteran, would chart my selec- 
tions with the care of a monk translating 
an ancient religious scroll. 


To paraphrase an old sports writer, 


whose name eludes me at the moment, I 
should have stood in bed. 


We descended on Arlington Park for 


the moment of truth. I was armed with a 
copy of the Daily Racing Form, the com- 
pleat handicapper's Bible,* Koran, Tal- 
mud, and tree of knowledge of good and 
evil. 


HERE'S WHAT happened. 
First race: It was what is known as a 


maiden race, which means none of the 
horses, running had ever won a race. 
That can make selecting a, winner diffi- 
cult, because the horses in a maiden run 
are usually qlosely matched. 


But then there was Kindleloom. This 


horse, a three-year-old bay gelding, was 
ready. He had finished close seconds his 
last two times out and was a good speed 
horse for a short! six-furlong sprint race. 
: At 7-1 odds, he would return a smart 
$16 for a $2 investment. 


Apparently Kindleloom didn't realize; 


how. good lie was. He came in third, five 
lengths behind the leader, an improbable 
sort that hadn't raced in three-and-a-half 
months. Two dollars down the drain: 


I don't want to talk about the second 


race. What can you say about a favorite 
that died, and came in tenth? 


But I got on the Scoreboard in the 


third, with a $2 show bet that, returned 
$3.20. Slim pickings, but a start. And my 
betting,:opponent hadn't won anything 
yet: 


THEY STARTED hammering the nails 


in my coffin in the fourth race. In rapid 
succession I'lost the fourth, fifth and 
sixth races. When I went to place my bet 
for the seventh, I would have sworn the 
tellers were nudging each other, grinning 
and whispering, "He's back again." 


The losing'horseplayer, in my estima- 


tion, is the paranoid's paranoid. 


(While I was launching my backwards 


run toward destiny, by the way, my fe- 
male partner and former friend was win- 
ning two.out of three playing her "by 
gosh and .by golly system" — "by gosh, 
'that's a' cute jockey; by golly, what a 
pretty horse.") 


The racetrack got in the spirit of the- 


times in the seventh race and began re- 
cycling my money back to me. I bet sev- 
en and won back seven. Big deal. 


On the eighth race I made my biggest 


mistake of the, day. Tbe/mistake was not 
one of selecting the wrong horse. It was 
one of betting foolishly. 


TIE HORSE, Irish Faberge, was, in 


my opinion, the best horse on the card 
all day. And this one knew it. He led the 
whole race, and won by three lengths. 


That returned $6.20. One of the secrets 


of winning at the track is knowing when 
to bet big. Thus was one case that de- 
manded a maximum investment, say $10 
or more. But by that time I had not only 
lost my money, but my courage as well,, 
and settled for a $2 ticket. 


If you aks me about the ninth, and last 


race, I will plead amnesia. If I recall 
correctly; my $6 bet went down the tube 
on a Horse that shall remain nameless. 
And the last shall be last. By 13 lengths. 


This is bow the betting battle turned, 


out: I lost, she won: She had six winners 
in the last three races. 


And if you ask ine if I am reformed, I 


will tell you no lies. I am not reformed,

I have binned my racing form and 


scattered the ashes beneath the $2 win- 
dow. My handicapper's scratch sheets 
have been destroyed. 


And I have a new system.

for some tests. A CBC, SMA,-and BKG, 
Please tell me what these are. 


Dear Header — A CBC means a com- 


plete blood count, which includes coun- 
ting the number of red blood cells and 
looking at their characteristics, counting 
the number of white blood cells and sep- 
arating them into the various types of 
white blood cells plus looking at their 
characteristics on a slide. In most labo- 
ratories it also includes measuring the 
hemoglobin for iron in the blood to be 
certain that there is no anemia. ' 


The SMA a a term for an automated 


method of measuring the different chem- 
ical elements in the blood, like the blood 
sugar. With one small sample of the 
patient's blood, the analyzer accom- 
plishes many tests which used to be done 
laboriously by hand by laboratory tech- 
nicians. It essentially provides informa- 
tion concerning chemical balance and 
chemical content of the body. 


An EKG refers to an elec- 


trocardiogram, and is properly'called 
an ECT. the older term EKG 
arises from the fact that much of 
the early electrocardiographic study was 
done by German speaking people and the 
word for heart in German is Kardio, as 
opposed to the English cardio. It is of 
course a measurement of the electrical 
activity of the heart to detect Heart dis- 
ease.

are more geared to night baseball any- 
way and Saturday afternoons always 
draw lousy crowds. 


THE RECRUITING AND subsidization 


of college athletes dates back to near the 
turn of the century and has been de- 
nounced for almost as long. 


Forty-five years ago, the Carnegie 


Foundation for the Advancement of 
Training termed these practices "de- 
moralizing 'and corrupt." Many an 
educator has openly voiced his agree- 
ment with this since then, and so have 
some college administrators and even 
coaches; who were fed up with .the re- 
cruitment rat race. 


Adolph Rupp, retired University of 


Kentucky basketball coach, called re- 
cruiting "the most detestable thing" in 
college athletics. 


No subject in sports has aroused more 


furor, more zealously guarded secrets, 
than the game of luring prized high 
school and junior-college athletes to big- 
time varsity teams. 


However, the intense drive for prestige 


and dollars mounted by colleges today 
has spurred a madder and madder 
acrnmble for star athletes. Coaches uni- 
versally despise recruiting, but they also 
recognize the coach who gets good talent 
is the coach who wins. 


The man in the crossfire is the head 


coach. His very livelihood — and those of 
his assistants — hangs precariously on 
how skillfully they sign youngsters who 
can satisfy "win or else" demands by 
backslapping, dagger-wielding alumni. 


The National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 


ciation now has a new set of recruiting 
guidelines for all members, effective 
Tuesday of this week. 


It was typical that the announcement I 


saw while on vacation was buried in 
some newspaper. Whenever there are 
new rules set up on the recruiting of high 
school athletes, there seems to be a feel- 
ing that they may look good on paper but 
they'll never work in actual practice, So 
why get excited and play It up out of 
proportion? 


Actually, the rules will work if the 


coaches want them to work, Unfortunate- 
ly, coaches don't always trust each oth- • 
er. Many insist their rivals are breaking 
rules all the time. 


The new NCAA rules, adopted at • 


January convention but officially put into 
effect Aug. 1, are designed to save mon- 
ey, save the coaches' time and remove 
some of the nonsense from the recruiting 
business. Fine. That sounds great. 


Will they work? Will the coaches make 


a sincere effort to make them work? 
These are the obvious questions right 
now in this business of pursuing the blue- 
chlppers, a business that forces coaches 
to beat the boondocks for talent if they 
expect to keep their jobs for long. 


Somewhere out there In this Herald 


area, in this state, as the days dwindle 
down to those precious few before the 
start of another high school sports sea- 
son, there are youngsters who will be 
hustled vigorously by the colleges, the 
280-pound high school tackle with good 
lateral movement and a thirst for con- 
tact or the basketball center who can 
slap the rim with ease. 


Thete are the, boys who should be 


aware of this new NCAA legislation, sig- 
nificant legislation to tighten recruiting 
rule* and cut, costs. They' must' know' 
what to expect when the frantic chase 
begins, and It Is about-to begin again. • • 


The new five-point program in the 


NCAA is: 
: 
' '. 
• , 


1. The school cannot contact a high 


school star before the boy's senior year 
in school begins. Thai obviously should 
save the coach many, many hours and 
considerable money. The-boy and his 
family win be spared scores of visits 
from persistent staffers, and this should 


mark the end of the summer party for 
top athletes who just finished their junior 
year. 


It's been standard practice in some 


sections to throw a big summer party at 
a mountain or lake resort where the as- 
sembled prep stars and girl friends have 
a big time, check to be picked up by the 
school. Once this began, the idea spread 
like wildfire. That eried Tuesday ac- 
cording to the new rule.' 


2. Only one expense-paid campus visit 


per school is permitted for each athlete 
(the limit was two) — unless he enrolls 
in a junior college, whereupon he may 
visit the campus later. 


3. The recruiter who goes to cail on the 


prospect in the letter's hometown can 
spend money only on himself; that is, no 
entertainment of the boy or his parents. 
The committee also recommended a 
school's visits be limited to two, but this 
was rejected. 


Under this rule, there will be no more 


steak dinners in the local restaurant. 
There have been cases where the shrewd 
high school star brought not only his par- 
ents and girl friend but friends and more 
friends ... and the recruiter paid. One 
night a recruiter from a Southeastern 
Conference school came into a Birming- 
ham, Ala., restaurant with a locally fa- 
mous football player and ended up feed- 
ing 14 in all, 


4. Recruiters cannot transport rela- 


.tives and friends of a recruit anywhere, 
except within the prospect's hometown. 


5. Recruiters must entertain athletes 


at the institution's campus only, although 
the rule has been more broadly inter- 
preted by in NCAA official to include the 
community in which the campus is lo- 
cated. "What this eliminates," said one 
coach, "Is a school, say from Los Angel- 
es, spending vast sums to fly a kid to 
San Francisco for dinner." 


Schools obviously will search for loop 


holes in these new rules. Schools ob- 
viously will find some. It's a brutally 
competitive business and the coaches are 
looking for that "edge" which could 
mean the difference when the swift, 
strong 280-pound tackle makes his final 
choice, 


.Those who advocate still stiffer crack- 


downs find it's much easier to carp than 
to cure. The problem: even the best of 
rules can be circumvented. 


Each conference has heard extensive 


interpretations of these rules, but it has 
been pointed out repeatedly that it is al- 
most impossible to write a rule that can't 
be misunderstood or misinterpreted. . . 


Meanwhile, the recruiting game is get- 


ting set for another whirlwind year. It is 
college sports' game of all seasons, 
played by hundreds of the fastest-talking 
salesmen this side of Madison Avenue. 


There is encouragement, however, in 


this new NCAA legislation which went 
into effect this week. 


Constructive reforms are desperately 


needed because, love it or loathe it, re- 
cruiting is here to stay.

No one knows exactly what "This 


Place" is. Not even director and man- 
ager David Morrisson who comes closest 
to a tangible definition with the simple 
label... a fun place. 


The St. Charles night life spot takes in 


an unrelated spectrum of things to see 
and do, from actively participating in a 
show that explains the wonders of hyp- 
nosts to catching an old W. C. Fields 
flick or arriving in time on a Saturday 
night for a live stage production imme- 
diately followed by musical entertain- 
ment. 


And there are those Monday nights set 


aside for just doing your own thing. Dou- 
bling as auditions, they often unearth 
new talent. 


THE COVER charge Is light, only a $1 


a head leveled week nights .and $2,50 for 
theater tickets on weekends. 


In fact, the only foolproof means of 


knowing what's always happening at 
"This Place" is through being on the 
mailing list and receiving the weekly 
newsletter that announces the future bill 
of entertainment. 


"We really don't know what we are," 


laughed David Morrisson, who with a 
small staff of three operates "This 
Place." 


Anyone else connected with the "caba- 


ret theater - pub - nightclub" (and many 
people are involved), is a volunteer 
worker laboring but of love for the arts. 
That includes the civic-minded residents 
who make up the board of directors. 


"We're a community-oriented venture 


dedicated to the performing arts," con- 
tinued Morrisson. "We just kept refer- 
ring to it as this place, so that's how the 
name came about. But one thing .we're 
not is artsy craftsy." 


AND JUST AS it is difficult to'accu- 


rately describe' "This Place," neither 
can the clientele it serves be easily cate- 
gorized. For example, on a Friday night 
one sees all ages in all modes of dress 
entering the narrow doorway at 11 S. 
Second Ave. that balloons into a high 
ceiling barn type room. 


The location is unusual in itself having 


the unique history of being, prior to This 
Place, a saloon, a Ford garage, a pub- 
lishing house (the very first edition of 


Playboy was printed here) and even a 
laundromat. 


A stained basket from an old washing 


machine is being utilized as a modern 
chandelier in the entrance way, remind- 
ing patrons of the building's previous ca- 
reer. 


"WE GUTTED the entire building," 


said Morrisson, who began working on 
"This Place" four months before the offi- 
cial opening July 4 of 1971. More than 
eight tons of accumulated junk was car- 
ted away. 


The carpet, a castoff from Chicago's 


YMCA, was bought at a bargain price, 25 
cents a yard. Carpet padding was do- 
nated by a local merchant. 


The exposed brick walls are currently 


decorated with numerous theatrical post- 
ers and pictures, It's a comfortable set- 
ting, extremely au nature!. 


Morrisson, who refers to himself as a 


"theater man . . . 'that's my life" . . . is 
intent on making more people in the sur- 
rounding areas aware of the lively arts. 


"We have a whole generation of young 


people who look upon the theater as 
dull." 
' . 


AND IT IS the weekend fare of theatri- 


cal productions that Morrison, a past 
stage director at Pheasant Run Play- 
house with numerous acting credits to 
his name, is intent on further developing. 


Currently he utilizes the volunteer ser- 


vices .and talents of community theater 
guild members. Ultimately he hopes to 
attract full-time professional actors. 


Morrisson is interested in both .classic 


and contemporary, but distinguishes by 
stating, "I want to do those plays not 
ordinarily staged." 
' 


His list includes both musicals and 


short one-acts. Opening tonight and con- 
tinuing to play Fridays, Saturdays, and 
Sundays through August is "You're A 
Good Man Charlie Brown." 


THE FUTURE OF "This Place" is 


still up for grabs.. Right now apathy and 
expenses are the enemies.-.These, how- 
ever, 'are pitted against the determina- 
tion and stamina of those connected-with 
"This Place" and the! uniqueness of the 
entire operation.

Anything American should be the cat's 
meow In antiques at that time, including 
that collecting category long ignored in 
the United States, but admired in other 
countries, American Art Pottery. Exam-' 
pies of our art pottery stand in museums 
around the world, but it is only rather 
recently that these wares have come into 
their own at home and are being shown 
by our own galleries. 


They were made, for the most part, in 


Ohio, where clay and natural gas were 
readily available and cheap, and were 
intended to compete on the market with 
Victorian art glass and art nouveau. It is 
obvious that these latter were the in- 
sprlration of the pottery designs. Even 
Mr. Tiffany realized the Importance of 
this new product and his store in New 
York was an outlet for the better lines. 


The big three is this field are Rook- 


wood, Weller and Roseville, although 
there were many others. Much of the 
pottery was similar from factory to fac- 
tory, since potters were not generally 
given to longevity with one company and 
could be lured to others, where they car- 
ried on their own particular specialties. 
Rookwood bugan as an amateur ex- 
periment among a group of women in 
Cincinnati. Their work was put on dis- 


play at the Centennial at Philadelphia in 
1876, and one of them, Maria Lbngworth 
Nichols,-set up a studio for artistic potte- 
ry on ground owned by her father, in 
Cincinnati. She named the place for her 
father's home, a wooded place inhabited 
by rooks (crows.) 


Throughout a long history until 1959, 


the Rookwood Co. made art potteries of 
all descriptions and provided an outlet 
for creative artists, who were given free 
reign to try their hands. Many went 
abroad to study, technique and bring the 
new designs home. Rookwood Pottery is 
well marked with a set of symbols which 
indicate year of manufacture', type of 
clay, glaze' and often the artist's mono- 
gram. 
. 


Samuel A. Weller sold plain clay flow- 


er pots door to door, and from this mod- 
est beginning, went on to found the larg- 
est pottery in America. He opened in Za- 
nesville, Ohio in 1872. (Zanesville was of- 
ten called "Clay City:") Until its demise 
in 1948, the Weller company enjoyed a 
reputation equal to that of Rookwood. 


Roseville, which most people think of 


as "early wedding," with the typical 
matt glaze floral decorated pieces char- 
acteristic of its later period, had an ear- 
ly beginning in 1892. George Young set 
up his pottery in Roseville, Ohio; later 
moving to Zanesville. He could be called 
the "copycat potter," for he proceeded to 
produce a comparable line to each one 
the Weller or other Ohio competitors 
would introduce. 


The picture shows, left to right, a Ro- 


zane (early Roseville) ewer, Weller Eo-' 
lian vase, Rookwood wax vellum vase 
and an early (1886) signed Matt Daly 
Rookwood bowl. All are collector's prizes 
and typical of the work of this truly 
American art genre.

Walter Carlos is one of the major de- 


velopers of popular electronic music. He 
worked, from 1966 to 1968, with Robert 
Moog, developer of the Moog Synthesi- 
zer. Then came the phenomenal success 
"Switched-On Bach" and "The Well- 
Tempered Synthesizer," its successor. 


While working on an original electronic 


piece in 1971 (to be called "Timesteps"), 
Carlos experimented with electronic vo- 
cal pieces. The Choral Movement from 
Beethoven's Ninth Symphony was his 
choice for the first such work. 


EVENTUALLY BOTH found their way 


into the soundtrack of the movie "Clock- 
work Orange." These two pieces and all 
the other music Carlos scored for the 
film (whether used or not) are included 
in "Walter Carlos' Clockwork Orange" 
(Columbia KC31480). 


The recording and resulting sounds are 


brilliant as is another Carlos album 
"Sonic Seasonings." (Columbia KC 
31234). In the latter, Carlos has devel- 
oped aural tapestries based on the four 
seasons. 


The album contains as many levels of 


sound experiences as the listener would 
wish to explore. Much of the album is a 
manipulation of the sense of sound and 
you can actually hear some things that 
were not recorded.

An Artist With Flowers

To capture and prolong the fleeting 


beauty of flowers Is the Ideal which moti- 
vates Mrs. Theresa M. DeLoof of Des 
Plaines. To this end, she has made a 
hobby of pressing flowers, into framed 
pictures. 


A gardener with an especially "green 


thumb," Mrs. DeLoof raises many kinds 
of perennials and annuals in her yard 
and became even more expert in the na- 
ture of flowers while working in a florist 
shop. 


She first began working with drying 


flowers and then turned to pressing them 


to retain them in a natural state. She 
placed them between newspapers and 
stacked heavy books and bricks on 
top for two to eight weeks. Now, she uses 
a wooden press, which makes'the flowers 
flatter and smoother and which requires 
only a couple days. 


The real trick, Mrs. DeLoof says, is in 


framing the flowers and sealing them so 
that no moisture can get in. This is what 
keeps the color from fading and prevents 
deterioration.

Finally, wring 
out the clothes, put them through the 
regular cycle of the washing machine 
with the regular detergent and add a cup 
of vinegar to the final rinse.

"They have been 
controversial, but they have clarified 
many of the myths-about sex. The thera- 
py and the techniques they developed 
will eventually help millions of people." 


A NATIVE OF Paris, Tex., she said 


that coming from the "Bible Belt" of 
Texas ethics hasn't always made it easy 
to be known as a "sex therapist." She 
recently staged a workshop, "Talking 
About It Helps," for the'American Psy- 
chological Association, which was meet- 
ing in Dallas, and she invited her parents 
to come hear her speak. 


, "They've never heard me' give one of 
my lectures and I just 'knew they'd be 
calling for a stretcher to carry them 
out," she said with a mischievous laugh, 
"But they understand now this is my 
work." 


She said the recent publication of 


"clean sex" books^as encouraged more 
and more Americans to be open about 
sex therapy. As she put it: ."Once people 
find out I'm a sex therapist — even pas- 
sengers on planes — they immediately 
start telling me their problems, their 
parents' problems, their;,,bosses' prob- 
lems. Everybody has a problem and they 
have found out they can talk about it." 


MRS. DOYLE travels often to give 


workshops and she teaches at Texas 
Women's University in addition to prac- 
ticing marriage counseling and sex 
therapy in Dallas. 
* - 


She said many of her patients are sur- 


prised when they "come in the door and 
find out I don't have a bun and horn- 


rimmed glasses. I wear casual clothing, 
look casual, talk casual and they relax." 


She has been divorced for seven years 


and has two daughters, ages 11 and 17. 


"I'm very open about the fact that I 


have had a marriage that did not work 
out," she said. "I often tell my patients I 
can understand what they mean because 
I have known both the traumas and 
pleasures of marriage." 


She said she hopes to get married 


again. "It's lovely to live with someone 
when you have a loving relationship." 


they're hothouse, children. Some parents 
just take them right out of the nursery 
and plop them in school and it is trau- 
matic for them," Pitts said. 


Pitts said preparing children for school 


and pre-school should begin the day of 
the baby's birth as a part of proper child 
care. He suggested several key questions 
for parents with pre-school children to 
check their preparedness: 
, 


-HAS YOUR CHILD had school life 


pictured to him in a way that will make 
him think of it a delightful adventure? 


—Has he had enough association with 


other children that groups will appeal to 
him rather than startle him? 


—Has be spent some time away from 


mother so that be has a feeling of inde- 
pendence? 
- j 


—Has he learned acceptance of''such 


responsibilities 
as dressing himself, 


handing small amounts of money and 
taking care of his personal property? 


"It is very important for the child to 


understand the consideration of the 
rights and feelings of others; he wiU get 
along with fewer problems," Pitts said, 
"For example he should understand tak- 
ing turns, respecting the possessions of 
others or sharing his own." 


Pitts said that many children are terri- 


fied when they are thrust into the school 
world and find they don't know how to 
eat in a cafeteria or use a public .rest- 
room. 
' 


"SOME CHILDREN do not even know 


how to get home or where their father 
works and feel abandoned at the end of 
the school day," Pitts said. "We. suggest 


that parents take the child on outings 
to a cafeteria or to city parks or zoos to 
give him experience. And he should 
spend some time in the homes of rela- 
tives or friends to get used to the feeling 
of being left and to lejrn how to behave 
away from home.'" 


Then there are minor things to make a 


child independent: teaching him to tie 
his shoes, cover his mouth when sneez- 
ing, go to the bathroom alone and to take 
care of his money. 


"We don't feel parents should try to 


teach the child to read and write at home 
so they can* have a head start' on class- 
mates," Pitts said, "Often this teaching 
is faulty and it is harder to correct the 
faulty .teaching than to just teach the 
cWW."" .'

ACCORDING TO Pitts one of the most 


important things is not threatening the 
child with being dumped in school or tell- 
ing him, "Just wait until the teacher gets 
ahold of you" — for the child will fear 
both school and the teacher. 


Pitts said the parent also should have 


given the child enough experience at vis- 
iting so that, when he; is dropped off at 
school, the child will 'not feel deserted. 
The child should also know how he's get- 
ting home and' what to do in case of a 


delay, like going to the office instead of 
wandering off. 


"There are so many general things, 


like teaching the child how to handle a 
book . . . encouraging him to learn new 
words . . . having a quiet place for read- 
ing in the home . . . giving counting ex- 
perience with beans, spools and other 
simple objects," Pitts said. "And the 
parents should encourage the child to 
talk, to express his experiences." 


"GETTING READY for school begins 


when you take the child home from the 
nursery with the parents showing an in- 
terest in the child's training from the be- 
ginning," Pitts said. 
, "Ideally the welfare of the child should 
be the center of the parents' interests. 
If not, ^rou're in trouble."

THE "LALGH-liN" visit wus a surprise to all Ihe jokesmilhs 


except Puul W. Keyes, producer and head writer of the 
comedy series. Keyes. lipped off in advance, convened the 
writers' meeting and kept it going-and going-waiting for (he 
dignitaries' arrival. 


Finally (he door opened and the presidential uide popped in. 
"Hi. Henry." said Keyes. u personal friend of the visitor. 
WRITER ROBEY Greeber. whose view of the door was 


totally blocked by a filing cabinet, moaned "Kissinger. I 
suppose."

"Gentlemen, meet our 
wrilcrs-lhese are the guys I gel blamed for."

KEYES STARTED lo point out that John Wayne would be 


the guest star on the firs! show next fall. 


Before Kissinger hud a chance to comment, writer Jim 


Mulligan chimed in, "Mr. K., tell me something. If you're 
here, who's in charge?"

But when they subsided, there was a 


lull-sudden, but not long. Marc London, writer, broke it up 
with his best conversation-making tones: "Mr. Kissinger, we 
were both al Harvard at the same lime. Tell me, what have 
you been doing since then?" 


THE FEW minutes allotted for the visit were up now and 


the iwo men started to leave-or, perhaps, retreat-as the 
wisecracks continued. 


The President's aide had his hand on the doorknob when 


another queried, "What do you think of thai old song, 'I 
Wonder Who's Kissinger Now?" " 


Mr. Kissinger's laugh was drowned out by the sound of the 


door he closed behind him. 


Almost at once, (he door opened again. This lime it was the 


writers' secretary, JaDe Jo, with another surprise-a birlhday 
cake for one of the jokesters, David Panich. 


Right off, another writer cracked, "Do you have Kissinger 


and Dobrynin at all your birthday parties?" 


"No," said Panich, "next year I'm expecting Ihe Secretary of 


the Navy."

park. Among them is Jack Rosenberg, sporis editor of WGN Continental 
Broadcasting Company. 


Rosenberg, long known as the "right hand nun" of veteran Chicago 


sponscaster Jack Brickhouse. has been making the rounds preparing Tor 
the telecast or the days Cubs-Cincinnati game. Before noon, he gathers 
.statistics from the Cubs' sports information office, visits both the Cubs and 
Reds dressing rooms, und lines up an interview for announcer Jim West's 
Lea do If Man pre-game show. 


WITH THOSE tusks completed. Rosenberg walks to a staircase leading 


to an inconspicuously-located room conspicuously called "The Pink 
Poodle." a fbr-official-press-only gathering spot where writers and 
broadcasters are noisily conversing over lunch. Among them are 
Brickhouse. West, and WGN-TV's sports producer-director Arne Harris. 


By now. the Cubs 


are on I he field for 
baiting practice, and 
fa.is art1 buzzing ... 
can pilcier Mill Pap- 
pas win?...the predic- 
tion of showers didn't 
include Wrigley Field, 
did it?...hey. look at 
those hot pants!...do 
you think we'll get on 
TV today so Ihe folks 
back home can see us?...

The folks back home may get that chance, because by now the 


•WGN-TV cameramen are in position, scouling'lhe stands lor possible 
crowd shots. The telecast is less than an hour away. It will be beamed to 
a large Chicago-area audience on WGN-TV. and to Cub I'ans throughout 
the Midwest on a number of stations taking the WGN feed as Ihe 
"Chicago Cubs Network." 


WITH A QUICK sandwich out of the way. Rosenberg walks the ramp 


lo the TV broadcasting box. getting things in order for the telecast. Harris. 
who Brickhouse calls "the best baseball director in Ihe United Slates." 
slays al ground level under Ihe stands, walking lo a mobile truck unit-.He 
situates himself in the technical warehouse, which is complete wilh four 
screens, inslanl replay eqiupment and a wealth of oher electronic 
paraphernalia. Harris, a Chicago Emmy winner for his direction of sports 
events, will direct four cameramen, live technicians in the truck, and still 
find time to converse with both his assistant in the pressbox and Ihe 
Brickhouse-West announcing duo during the game. 


Wesl and Brickhouse purl ways as they leave Ihe "Poodle." wilh Wesl 


going onto Ihe Held for his pre-game interview. Brickhouse walks upstairs 
to the box. amid fans shouting "Hi. Jack Brickhouse!" By the time he 
reaches his booth, a monitor shows him that Wesl is on-lhe-air wilh his 
guesi. Rosenberg is busily typing up interesting little lidbils of information 
that both Brickhouse and Wesl can use al their discretion during Ihe game. 


An Andy Frain usherette leaves ihe booth after bringing in some 


Coca-Cola and 7-Up for ihe broadcast team, only lo be followed by an 
usher who hands assistant director Verne Brown a handful of mail and 
notes lhat funs in the stands have written for Brickhouse and West. Brown 
sills through it. then places il on the counter where the two announcers 
will occasionally look it over and will read it when lime permits during 
ihe telecast. 


SUDDENLY, ITS "Batter up" and Brickhouse calls ihe first three 


innings, watching the monitor more than Ihe actual playing Held below. 
"Every day I have lo tell myself to watch my monitor." according to 
Brickhouse. "because we've got to be together wilh what the audience is 
seeing." Three innings wilh Wesl doing Ihe play-by-play follow...Rosen- 
berg continues to type, feeding the information to Brickhouse and 
West...someone sends up a huge bag of popcorn lo the WGN booth, and 
everyone seems thankful as handfuls are eaten. 


Jusi as suddenly, it's the ninth inning. Wesl greets a Cincy ballplayer 


who will be Brickhouse's Tenlh Inning posi-game guesi. The game over. 
West departs quickly and Brickhouse situates his guest tor ihe show. 


For Ihe WGN crew, perhaps just another day. But for those who caught 


the telecast, a good game from beautiful Wrigley Field, even iflhev didn'l 
see their kin or friends on TV...

Alexian Bros. $9 Million Expansion 
Ogilvie, Archbishop Cody 
To Be At Groundbreaking 


Illinois Gov Richard B. Ogilvie and 


John Cardinal Cody, archbishop of Chi- 
cago, will participate in groundbreaking 
ceremonies for the $9 million expansion 
of Alexian Brothers Medical Center at 11 
a . m . Sunday at the hospital on 
Biesterfield Road in Elk Grove Village. 


Gov. 
Ogilvie will be the featured 


speaker at the event marking the start of 
construction of a five-story ambulatory 
care center and a two-story community 
health building. 


"The population of our service area is 


expected to double in a decade," Mar- 
shall Bennett, chairman of the hospital's 
board of trustees, said. "When our ex- 
pansion is completed in 1974, we will 
have two to three times the capacity to 
provide services." 


Bennett, partner in the Bennett & Kahn- 


wetter industrial real estate firm, will 
preside at the groundbreaking ceremo- 


nies. 


THE 
EXISTING hospital building, 


which opened in 1966, will serve as the 
core of the new medical center. Along 
with the newly opened $15 milion C 
E. Neihoff Pavilion for mental health 
and rehabilitation medicine, on Bisner 
Road South of Biesterfield Road, the ex- 
pansion program will more than double 
the size of the original facility. 


The Pavilion for Community Health 


and Ambulatory Care Center, connected 
to the main building, will house an emer- 
gency care complex five times larger 
than present facilities and an outpatient 
department 17 times larger. 


The new buildings also will provide 


space for nuclear medicine, inhalation 
therapy, pharmacy and other testing de- 
partments. Three floors of the ambulato- 
ry care building will be used for doctors' 
offices.

building toward a model of 'same day' 
care," Dr. Alberto Armas, president of 
the medical-dental staff, said. "(This) 
means the patient can undergo diagnos- 
tic and therapeutic procedures up to and 
including minor surgery without being 
admitted to the hospital."

will still provide the intensive and acute 
care facilities it has in the past.

Plan Blood Center For NW Suburbs 


"The 
best blood is 'volunteer blood,' 


and that's what we are trying to bring to 
the area," Dr Earl Suckow, pathologist 
at Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines, 
told a group of Elk Grove Village com- 
munity leaders Wednesday night. 


Dr. Suckow is chairman of the North 


Suburban Blood Center which is'designed 
to be a regional blood center for 13 com- 
munities, including some of the North- 
west suburbs. 


"According to statistics, hepatitis is 10 


times more prevalent in blood drawn 
from paid donors than in blood given by 
volunteers," Dr. Suckow said. "There is 
no test that can positively screen out 
hepatitis, and there is always some risk 
in a blood transfusion." 


However, he said the risk is a lot less 


when the blood was given voluntarily 
rather than brought from a person from 
off "Skid Row." 


"IF WE COULD coordinate a volun- 


teer donation program so that there 
would be a continuous supply of blood, 
then we wouldn't have to depend on paid 
donors," he said. 


Dr. Suckow said the North Suburban 


A s s o c i a t i o n for Health Resources 
(NSAHR) which operates the North Sub- 
urban Blood Center offers a "4 per cent 
plan" to communities who wish to take 
part in a blood bank program 


Under the plan if 4 per cent of the total 


population gives blood, everyone in the 
community is covered for blood needs, 
he said. 


Through the program, the cost of 


blood, which is about $15 a pint, is cov- 
ered for residents of participating com- 
munities. However the $23 processing fee 
which covers preparing donated blood 
for consumption is not paid for under the 
program. 


Dr. Suckow said legislation is pending 


in Springfield to require insurance com- 
panies to cover the processing fee of 
blood so this cost also may be taken care 
of under health insurance policies even 
though it is not covered by the 4 per cent 
plan. 
""" 


THE 4 PER CENT PLAN is based on 


the national statistic that about 4 per cent 
of the population gets blood each year, 
Dr. Suekow said. 


Dr. Donald Fox, a pathologist at Ale- 


xian Brothers Medical Center in Elk 
Grove Village, said the hospital has been 
working to step up its blood donor pro- 
gram- and currently meets about 80 per 
cent of its blood needs through donations. 


Alexian hospital is one of 13 hospitals 


belonging to NSAHR, which coordinates 
the inventory of blood and blood types 
for its hospital members. Dr. Fox said 
the hospital is one of the collection points 
for the North Suburban Blood Bank. 


Dr. Suckow said if Elk Grove Village 


did deeide'to join in the 4 per cent blood 
plan with NSAHR, the village would have 


to coordinate its own program and draw 
up a list of donors. "Blood lasts only 21 
days, and there would have to be a sys- 
tem so that everyone would not be donat- 
ing blood at the same tune." 


Residents in participating communities 


would be covered for blood needs even if 
they were away fronfhome at the time 
they needed blood.

Plan Blood Center For NW Suburbs 


"The best blood is 'volunteer blood,' 


and that's what we are trying to bring to 
the area," Dr Earl Suckow, pathologist 
at Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines, 
told a group of Elk Grove Village com- 
munity leaders Wednesday night. 


Dr. Suckow is chairman of the North 


Suburban Blood Center whibhirdesigned 
to be a regional blood center for 13 com- 
munities, including some of the North- 
west suburbs. 


"According to statistics, hepatitis is 10 


times more prevalent in blood drawn 
from paid donors than in blood given by 
volunteers," Dr. Suckow said. "There is 
no test that can positively screen out 
hepatitis, and there is always some risk 
in a blood transfusion " 


However, he said the risk is a lot less 


when the blood was given voluntarily 
rather than brought from a person from 
off "Skid Row." 


"IF WE COULD coordinate a volun- 


teer donation program so that there 
would be a continuous supply of blood, 
then we wouldn't have to depend on paid 
donors," he said. 


Dr. Suckow said the North Suburban 


A s s o c i a t i o n for Health Resources 
(NSAHR) which operates the North Sub- 
urban Blood Center offers a "4 per cent 
plan" to communities who wish to take 
part in a blood bank program. 


Under the plan if 4 per cent of the total 


population gives blood, everyone in the 
community is covered for blood needs, 
he said 


Through the program, the cost of 


blood, which is about $15 a pint, is cov- 
ered for residents of participating com- 
munities However the $23 processing fee 
which covers preparing donated blood 
for consumption is not paid for under the 
program. 


Dr Suckow said legislation is pending 


in Springfield to require Insurance com- 
panies to cover the processing fee of 
blood so this cost also may be taken care 
of under health insurance policies even 
though it is not covered by the 4 per cent 
plan.

THE 4 PER CENT PLAN Is based on 


the national statistic that about 4 per cent 
of the population gets blood each year, 
Dr Suckow said 


Dr Donald Fox, a pathologist at Ale- 


xian Brothers Medical Center in Elk 
Grove Village, said the hospital has been 
working to step up its blood donor pro- 
grant and currently meets about 80 per 
cent of its blood needs through donations. 


Alexian hospital is one of 13 hospitals 


belonging to NSAHR, which coordinates 
the inventory of blood and blood types 
for its hospital members. Dr. Fox said 
the hospital is one of the collection points 
for the North Suburban Blood Bank. 


Dr Suckow said if Elk Grove Village

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Summer School 
Classes Are Fun 


"Summer school should be synony- 


mous with fun." This is the opinion of 
Robert Koehnke, principal of Ridge 
School in Elk Grove Village. 


Koehake converted his opinion into ac- 


tion and this summer there were three 
special fun courses at Sidge summer 
school: "Fishing," "Fun with Food" and 
"Especially for Girls." 


Koehnke taught the fishing class. The 


course attracted 35 students, 34 boys and 
one girl, who were second to fourth gra- 
ders. 


When the class started, "only about 


five had equipment or knew what to do 
with it," said Koehnke. After the fiist 
week or so, everyone had a pole, and 
most of the children had a small tackle 
box to hold extra hooks, lures and other 
equipment. 


Koehnke himself 
is a fishing 
en- 


thusiast. He got the idea for the course 
from another teacher who suggested that 
Koehnke teach a fishing class because he 
talked about fishing so often. 


"I had never thought of it, but it 


sounded like a good idea," said Koehnke. 


The course covered all aspects of fish- 


ing: repair of equipment, tying knots, 
casting, locating good fishing spots at a 
lake and catching different types of fish. 


The class went on three fishing trips to 


practice what they learned in class. 
Koehnke estimated that the kids caught 
about 500 fish, many of which were 
stunted bluegills from overstocked wa- 
ters. 


An unexpected advantage of the course 


was getting the parents to go fishing with 
their children. The parents served as 
chaperons for the fishing trips. At the 
lakes, the parents began helping the chil- 
dren and ended up with a fishing pole in 
their hands. "Some of these parents had 
never fished before in their lives," said 
Koehnke. 


The children kept most of their fish, 


but some of the catch went to supply an- 


other special summer class, "Fun with 
Food." 


"FUN 
WITH FOOD" was a cooking 


class for first to fifth graders. Susan 
Sheehan, the instructor, said there were 
48 students in the class, mostly girls. 


The class spent a week and a half each 


on preparing breakfasts, lunches, dinners 
and desserts. Mrs. Sheehan selected the 
recipes for the children. The class pre- 
pared, among other things, pancakes, 
tuna salad, pizza, baked and fried fish, 
chocolate chip cookies and cakes. 


Mrs. Sheehan is a first grade teacher 


during the regular school year. She want- 
ed to teach a cooking course during the 
summer "because, I like cooking." 


Mrs. Sheehan would like to teach the 


class again next summer, but would like 
the facilities improved and class size re- 
duced. 


The class had only one stove and a hot- 


plate for cooking and no hot water for 
washing. 


This summer's class was divided into 


six groups of eight students each. Mrs. 
Sheehan said next summer she would 
like only 20-25 students in the class. 


The third class was "Especially for 


Girls." Nancy Atteberry taught modern 
dance, tumbling and cheerleading to 
about 40 second through fourth grade 
girls. 


MRS. ATTEBERRY said cheerleading 


lessons were started for the younger 
girls after they saw the junior high 
school girls practicing cheers and they 
wanted to do the same thing. 


Mrs. Atteberry said the modern dance 


and tumbling instruction gave the girls a 
sense of balance and poise. 


The special summer classes were es- 


tablished under a provision of School 
Dist. 59 policy. Each school is allowed to 
establish special courses for the summer 
at the principal's discretion.

viewed by the committee. 


Michaels has had considerable experi- 


ence as a staff and program analyst with 
Applied Information Development Co. in 
Oak Brook and with All-State Insurance 
Co., Jesse said. 


One of Michaels' first tasks, according 


to Jesse, will be to help in the selection 
of computer hardware. 


ON JUNE 8, several major manufac- 


turers of computers attended a bidders 
conference. From this meeting, NMDS 
has received three bid proposals, Jesse 
said. They are from IBM, National Caph 
Register and Honeywell Corp. 


"We are analyzing these bids," Jesse 


said. "Our target date for a decision is 
Sept. 15. He said they had a choice of 
package programs (premade) or devel- 
oping original programs. 


"We have to weigh the merits of each 


(approach)," he said. . 


The major programs to be implemented 


on the computer, when installed, will be 
utility billing first, followed by payroll, 
police information and accounting. 


The program is planned to be oper- 


ational by Jan. 1. Jesse said that at least 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights 
hope to be doing their water billing with 
the computer by then. Mount Prospect 
currently has its billing done on the 
Mount Prospect State Bank computer 
and Arlington Heights leases equip- 
ment, with the lease expiring at the end 
of this year. 


A SITE FOR THE computer facilities

said office space would have to be 
leased. 


Des Plaines officials have offered 


space in their proposed new municipal 
'building, Jesse said, but he said he be- 
lieves that building, if built, would be at 


• least two years away. 


According to the Touche, Ross and Co. 


feasibility study, which preceeded NMDS 
formation, the yearly costs for each 
member would be $20,000 for Mount 
Prospect, $40,000 for Des Plaines, $19,000 
for Arlington Heights and $22,000 for 
Park Ridge. 


Provision was made in the agree- 


ement, signed last winter, that would al- 
low other municipalities in northeastern 
Illinois to join the center. Each new 
member would share part of the burden 
for setting up the system, even if only 
retroactively. 


THE BOARD OF directors of the 


NMDS organization are Mount Prospect 
Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley, Arlington 
Heights Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, Des 
Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Behrel and 
Park Ridge City Mgr. Herman C. Spahr. 
They determine general policy. 


The daily operations are directed by

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Blame 'Perfect Breeding Conditions'

Buffalo 
Grove and Wheeling 
are

the past 20 years. 


"A cold spring combined with an un- 


usually wet summer interspersed with 
hot spells has created perfect breeding 
conditions," said Don Schindler, Buffalo 
Grove sanitarian 


Assessing the severity of the problem 


in Wheeling and Buffalo Grove, Wilbur 
Mitchell of the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District said, "The mosquito 
count has been pretty high the past week 
or so." 


Mitchell said Wheeling Twp. is prob- 


ably the fourth or fifth most affected 
area in the district, Harrington being the 
worst. 


SCHINDLER AND Mitchell agreed 


that most of the mosquitos bugging Buf- 
falo Grove and Wheeling residents are 
born somewhere else. 


"There are a lot of swampy, flood 


plain areas in the unincorporated areas 
in neighboring counties that are ideal lo- 
cations for breeding," Schindler said, 
"Unfortuantely, these are areas that 
aren't receiving extensive mosquito con- 
trol," he added. 


Mitchell said the problem in Wheeling 


is that mosquitos are illiterate. 


"Water sources just north of the Cook 


County line provide some good breeding 
places," he said. "The problem is mos- 
quitos don't read signs and fly into the 
county." 


Schindler said the flood water mos- 


quito, which is the species causing most 
of the trouble in this area, is capable of 
traveling up to 80 miles in one night, de- 
pending on air currents and prevailing 
winds. This species is also capable of re- 
populating every 12 to 14 days, he added. 


JUDY PARRY, Buffalo Grove Public 


Works Department secretary, said she's 
received more than 30 calls in the past 
three days from Buffalo Grove residents

Informal Meeting May Lead 
To Flood Control Programs 


Several definite flood control programs 


may be established as the result of an 
informal meeting last week on flooding 
and further development of the Wheeling 
Drainage Ditch and Buffalo Creek. 


More than 40 persons, including sev- 


eral village trustees, attended the meet- 
Ing to discuss their flooding problems 
with Richard Lanyon, representative of 
t h e 
Metropolitan 
Sanitary District 


(MSD). 


"He was not aware until this meeting 


that we were still having flooding in this 
area," said Mrs. Esther Davis, one of 
the organizers of the meeting. 


According to Mrs. Davis, of the Mead- 


owbrook West area, all the residents at 
the meeting agreed that their flooding 
problems occurred before Buffalo Creek 
overflowed. She said this meant that 
flooding comes from run-off instead of 
from the creek itself. 


SEVERAL PROPOSALS were dis- 


cussed at the meeting, including the en- 
largement of the Heritage Park retention 
basin. Mrs. Lorraine Lark, president of 
the park board, said the park district 
might he willing to donate three acres of 
land to the retention basin if this would 
allow for the deepening of the basin so 
it could be used for recreational pur- 
poses. 


Lanyon said he would study the propos- 


al to see If it was possible and would 
report back to village officials within two 
weeks. 


A tentative meeting was scheduled for 


the second Monday in September for the 
water and sewage committee, village 
trustees, the president of the park board 
and the public. 


Those in attendance also discussed 


participating in the meetings of the DCS 
Plaines Steeering Committee in North- 


lake, which deals with flooding along the 
Des Plaines River. 


Lanyon suggested that Wheeling resi- 


dents might start their own steering 
committee to coordinate efforts with the 
surrounding communities in 
Buffalo 


Grove, Long Grove and Lake Zurich 


department is doing nothing to combat 
the mosquito problem. 


"Some people never see the spraying 


unit go through their neighborhood be- 
cause the best time to spray is late at 
night," Schindler said. He added that the 
unit does not spray every street in the 
village, but rather sprays according to 
the direction of the wind. One application 
covers two or three blocks of homes. 


Recognizing the seriousness of the 


mosquito problem, the Buffalo Grove 
Public Works Department has stepped 
up its spraying schedule. 


Formerly, the department sprayed the 


village bi-monthly, but recently, crews 
have been spraying every Thursday eve- 
ning beginning at 8 and working several 
hours to finish the job. 


Estimates are that one application of 


the bio-degradable pesticide and larvi- 
cide Buffalo Grove uses is effective up to 
four days and costs around $400. 


MITCHELL SAID 85 to 90 per cent of 


the abatement district's prevention pro- 
gram focuses on eliminating mosquitos 
before they fly from the water. Two 
trucks cover the Wheeling Township area 
every day, spraying water surfaces to 
prevent breeding. 


Schindler said Buffalo Grove could not 


afford to spray for mosquitos every day, 
and even if the village could afford it, he 
'would not recommend it.

"Some people are worried about mos- 


quitos.. Others are worried about pollu- 
tion and I'm with them," Schindler said. 
"To completely take care of the problem, 
we would have to spray every night, but 
if we did, I'd become very concerned 
about the environment," he added. 


THE STEEPLE of St. Mary's Church in 
Buffalo Grove is a long-standing 
landmark of the area.

Being Made 


Estimates of recent flooding damage in 


Prospect Heights are currently being 
compiled by the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Association (PHIA), said 
Jack Gilligan, PHIA president. 


McDonald Creek runoff caused by in- 


adequate drainage through the Soo Line 
R R. culvert has been blamed for much 
of the damage. 
Parts of Prospect Heights became 


flooded after heavy rains April 16, June 
14 and July 19 


"Right now, we're still waiting for the 


forms we sent out to people in the areas 
that flooded to come back," he said. "We 
asked them to take their time with them 
and consider carefully what damage they 
suffered." 


A COMPOSITE figure will be compiled 


for all the damaging floods since April 16 
as well as a flood-by-ftood breakdown of 
the damages. No target date for having 
the estimate has been set. 


He said the Country Gardens area lo- 


cated between Schoenbeck and Elmhurst 
Roads, north of Palatine Road apparent- 
ly were the hardest hit during the floods. 
He also estimated the total damage dur- 
ing the severe June flood at about 
$150,000 but could give no estimate on 
damages from the other two. 


In the 100 damage forms circulated by 


the PHIA, residents were asked to con- 
sider the flood's effects n their outside 
property, their appliances, furniture, 
windows and doors along with personal 
and medical expenses. 


"WE ALSO want to calculate latent 


damage," Gilligan said. Many times 
something like a furnace motor will be 
damaged by flood waters and may not 
show itself for a while. Latent damage 
can cost quite a bit of money even 
though it may not be noticeable for a 
period of time." 


St. Mary's Shows 125 Years Of Constant Growth

It's been 125 years since the first Cath- 


olic Mass was said in Buffalo Grove by 
The Rev. J, N. Fortmann. The tiny con- 
gregation of German settlers met in the 
home of John Hennemann, near the di- 
viding line between Cook and Lake Coun- 
ty near Buffalo Grove Rd. 


Hennemann's home was very near the 


present site of St. Mary's Convent, and 
that small group of German families 
helped start the parish, which now 
serves 1,350 families. 


St. Mary's began when Buffalo Grove 


still had buffalo, when farms were few 
and the Catholics were served by mis- 
sionaries. In 1852 there were 25 Catholic 
families in about a 10-mile radius, and 
they decided they wanted a church of 
their own. 


They obtained seven acres of land, and 


the parishioners did much of the building 
under the direction of carpenter Andreas 
Hoefer. Work began in 1852 and was 
completed in about three months. 


ABOUT FOUR months later, vandals 


robbed the church of some of its acces- 
sories for worship. In 1855, more vandals 
set fire to St. Mary's and burned it to the 


ground. 


Services were in a little log school 


house, until a rectory was built in 1866. It 
included a small church. 


It wasn't until 1897 that the Rev. An- 


thony Royer generated enough money 
and enthusiasm for the construction of a 
larger rectory and a new church. The 
present St. Mary's church was erected in 
1899. 


The church seats 250 people and is 


built with all the German and Bavarian 
influence in its Gothic architecture that 
the immigrants brought with them. 
There is a memorial picture of Father 
Royer in the church entrance, 


A school was added t the parish in 1907 


when the Rev. N. J. Otto succeeded Fa- 
ther Royer as pastor. The Rev. Frank 
Mattes put a new roof on the church dur- 
ing the late 1920's, and in 1934 the Rev. 
Charles Mertens added a porch to the 
school. 


The cemetery behind the church and 


school was greatly improved when the 
Rev. A. J. Boecker became pastor. He 
appointed a committee of five to identify, 
measure, and chart burial lots already in 
existence. They also had the responsi- 
bility to sell new lots, keep all records, 


and make sure the grounds were tended. 


FATHER BOECKER'S successor, the 


Rev. George Ballweber, built a new 
school in 1947, the 100th anniversary of 
the parish. He also erected a shrine to 
Mary, Mother of Perpetual Help Father 
Ballweber is best remembered for his 
great devotion to children. 


Since 1947 there have been three addi- 


tions to 'the school Enrollment next fall 
is expected to be about 755. In 1965 a 
chapel was also built, which can be con- 
verted into seven classrooms if space is 
needed. Tfie chapel holds 850 and is used 
for Sunday Mass. Weddings, funerals and 
weekday mass are still celebrated in the 
old church. 


St. Mary's also has a large religious 


instruction program for children attend- 
ing public grade schools and high 
schools, with a combined enrollment of 
about 1,900. 


Father Donald J. Duffy, St. Mary's pas- 


tor for three years, now estimates that 
Buffalo Grove is somewhere between 30 
and 40 per cent Catholic. However, many 
of them are young businessmen who 
don't stay in the community too long. 
While Father Duffy said he's sorry to see 


some of 'his hard workers leave, his loss 
is someone else's gain, and the people 
are constantly replaced by more hard 
workers. 


Church attendance has grown in the 


last 25 years from 100 families to 1,350 
families. Like many parishes, Father 
Duffy says his biggest problem is to 
meet increasing costs of operating the 
parish without putting too much financial 
stress on the people. 


A LARGE CHUNK of the increased 


cost comes from teachers' salaries. Not 
only have salaries risen, but more lay 
teachers are needed because so many 
nuns have left the convent. "There were 
about 16 nuns seven or eight years ago, 
but with nuns trying to find their place in 
society, now we have five teaching nuns, 
a principal, a religious coordinator, and 
19 lay teachers," said Father Duffy. 


St. Mary's has managed to aoid trans- 


portation cost for its pupils, because the 
"public schools have been exceptionally 
cooperative in providing buses," Father 
Duffy said. Dist. 21, Dist. 102, and Dist. 
96 have all made arrangements for get- 
ting Catholic children to school. 


The church has become somewhat of a 


community center. Father Duffy said so- 
cial activities are offered through the 
school, adding that Father Edwin Pa- 
cocha, a fairly young priest, has done an 
excellent job with the kids. 


St. Mary's also involves many local 


adults in their annual spring entertain- 
ment. Last spring the church presented 
two weekends of nightclub-type shows 
called Passport '72, in which each school 
room was decorated like a different 
country with entertainment to match. 


SEVERAL OF THE workers in the 


rooms were Protestant, and the Israel 
room was prestned by the Jewish wom- 
en's organization, ORT. 


Father Duffy said the show is a good 


way to get young people interested in the 
parish — the "would-be thespians" who 
miss the entertaining they did in high 
school and college and are eager to join 
in. St. Mary's also tries to keep the 
young involved with Sunday guitar Mass. 


Something must be working; Father 


Duffy said church attendance keeps go- 
ing up, as it has for all of St. Mary's 125 
years. 


St. Mary's will celebrate its 125th anni- 


versary with a concelebrated mass Oct. 
8 Cardinal John Cody will preside.

In an attempt to obtain a permit, three

to Springfield yesterday. 


"We listed 19 problems with the land- 


fill In a four-page letter, many of which 
were disposed of after the discussion," 
Douglas Andrews, manager of the permit 
section of the land pollution division of 


the EPA in Springfield told the Herald. 


Included in problems Andrews says 


must be remedied before the village re- 
ceives a permit for the landfill operation 
are: 


—addition of four monitoring devices 


for ground water, which will cost about 
$250 each. 


—monitoring of gas, which could in- 


clude a methane gas detector which costs 
about $350. 


—a means of controlling blowing paper 


atj'the site, which could include wetting 
the garbage before landfillmg it. 


—taking preventive measures to con- 


trol land pollution before developing any 
more of the landfill area. 


"None of the solutions to the 19 prob- 


lems is extremely difficult to install or 
very expensive," Andres said. 


ACCORDING TO Frank Charlton, di- 


rector of health services in Arlington 
Heights, the village will do whatever is 
necessary to bring the landfill up to new 
standards.

Trends Have Changed., But 
Candy Remains A Favorite

For the first time in 30 years, Bob Ver- 


btirg's taste buds betrayed him. 


Verburg, president of the National 


Candy Wholesalers Assn. conventioning 
at Arlington Park Towers Hotel and can- 
dy distributor for three decades, took a 
bite of the newly-marketed sweet and 
sour candy and shook his head. "I tasted 
it and figured it would never sell," he 
said 


"Then my 16-year-old daughter tried it 


and said it was good. I was wrong on 
that one because today it's one of the 
biggest sellers." 


Times change even In the candy world, 


it seems. The marshmallow candy bar, 
extremely popular during the depression, 
no longer has a big market. They virtual- 
ly vanished when the New Deal too over. 


"During the Depression nobody had 


any money so people bought marshmal- 
low because they were big bars," Ver- 
burg explained. "After the Depression, 
people bought quality rather than quan- 
tity." 


THE MOST RECENT confectionery 


change has been the elimination of many 
S-cent candy bars and nickel chewing 
gum. "Inflation and the high cost of la- 
bor and production was the cause," ac- 
cording to'the candy executive 


And if inflation continues at its present 


rate, the nation's candy fans may look 
for another hike in prices. Verburg said 
the next change in prices likely will 
come in five or ten years. 


The possibility of added costs won't be 


a deterrent in sales, according to whole- 
salers. "Kids today walk around with a 
dollar in the pockets, when we used to 
have a penny." Verburg said. "They buy 
a lot more today." 


Candy manufacturing is basically the 


same as years ago. "They may just 
wrap It differently, but the ingredients 
are about the same. Peanuts and choco- 
late don't change too much," he said. 


Verburg said nostalgia has brought 


rock candy back to the forefront of the 
market. "The old-fashioned candy being 


sold in glass jars is making a come- 
back." 


Officials report that big business has 


taken over in candy manufacturing. The 
small manufacturer still exists but he is 
a subsidiary of larger companies. 


Despite the changes, the candy busi- 


ness is booming. The average American 
gobbled 20 pounds of candy last year, to 
the delight of the wholesalers. "Christ- 
mas is the best sales period," Verburg 
said. 


Apparently candy canes still are the 


most staple of the industry. 


CRONIN IS WAITING for word from

Blame 'Perfect Breeding Conditions' 
Area Villages Feel Sting 
From 'Mosquito Problem' 


Buffalo 
Grove 
and 
Wheeling 
are 


among several Northwest suburban com- 
munities suffering this summer from the 
worst mosquito problem in this area in 
the past 20 years. 


"A cold spring combined with an un- 


usually wet summer interspersed with 
hot spells has created perfect breeding 
conditions," said Don Schindler, Buffalo 
Grove sanitarian. 


Assessing the severity of the problem 


in Wheeling and Buffalo Grove, Wilbur 
Mitchell of the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District said, "The mosquito 
count has been pretty high the past week 
or so." 


Mitchell said Wheeling Twp. is prob- 


ably the fourth or fifth most affected 
area in the district, Harrington being the 
worst. 


SCHINDLER AND Mitchell agreed 


that most of the mosquitos bugging Buf- 
falo Grove and Wheeling residents are 
born somewhere else. 


"There are a lot of swampy, flood 


plain areas in the unincorporated areas 
in neighboring counties that are ideal lo- 
cations for breeding," Schindler said, 
"Unfortuantely, these are areas, that 
aren't receiving extensive mosquito con- 
trol," he added. 


Mitchell said the problem in Wheeling 


is that mosquitos are illiterate. 


"Water sources just north of the Cook 


County line provide some good breeding 
places," he said. "The problem is mos- 
quitos don't read signs and fly into the 
county." 


Schindler said the flood water mos- 


quito, which is the species causing most 
of the trouble in this area, is capable of 
traveling up to 80 miles in one night, de- 
pending on air currents and prevailing 
winds. This species is also capable of re- 
populating every 12 to 14 days, he added. 


JUDY PARRY, Buffalo Grove Public 


Works Department secretary, said she's 
received more than 30 calls in the past 
three days from Buffalo Grove residents 
who are under the impression that the

feelings to the Arlington Heights com- 
mittee and advise them we will do any- 
thing we can to help them," said Trustee 
Jim Shirley. 


The proposed Incinerator, which would 


probably be built at the present landfill 
site in north Arlington Heights, has come 
under sharp criticism from several civic 
and governmental groups in Buffalo 
Grove. Some areas in Buffalo Grove are 
within a mile of the site. 


"I'D RATHER SEE a mountain of dirt 


than a smoking tower there," said 
Trustee Jim Fabian, commenting on the 
suggestion that the present method of 
landfilling solid waste, along with the use 
of a high-pressure baling system, be con- 
tinued. 


The Arlington Heights committee's 


report also suggested increasing the 
number of recycling stations and altering 
the current landfill plan. 


A recent Harza engineering study, 


which still has not been presented to Ar- 
lington Heights in final form, states that 
the present landfill has a life expectancy 
of one year if the current landfill plan is 


extend the life of the current landfill by 
some combination of recontouring the 
site and compaction using baling equip- 
ment. The committee also thinks the vil- 
lage should consider acquisition of adja- 
cent land as a future landfill site. 


department is doing nothing to combat 
the mosquitp problem. 


"Some people never see the .spraying 


unit go through their neighborhood be- 
cause the best time to spray is late at 
night," Schindler said. He added that the 
unit does not spray every street in the 
village, but rather sprays according to 
the direction of the wind. One application 
covers two or three blocks of homes. 


Recognizing the seriousness of the 


mosquito problem, the Buffalo, Grove 
Public Works Department has stepped 
up its spraying schedule. 


Formerly, the department sprayed the 


village bi-monthly, but recently, crews 
have been spraying every Thursday eve- 
ning beginning at 8 and working several 
hours to finish the job. 


Estimates are that one application of 


the bio-degradable pesticide and larvi- 
cide Buffalo Grove uses is effective up to 
four days and costs around $400. 


MITCHELL SAID 85 to 90 per cent of 


the abatement district's prevention pro- 
gram focuses on eliminating mosquitos 
before they fly from the water. Two 
trucks cover the Wheeling Township area 
every day, spraying water surfaces to 
prevent breeding. 


Schindler said Buffalo Grove could not 


afford to spray for mosquitos every day, 
and even if the village could afford it, hie 
would not recommend it. 


"Some people are worried about mos- 


quitos. Others are worried about pollu- 
tion and I'm with them," Schindler said. 
"To completely take care of the problem, 
we would have to spray every night, but 
if we did, I'd become very concerned 
about the environment," he added.

St. Mary's Shows 125 Years Of Constant Growth 


T H E A R L I N G T O N Heights com- 


mittee recommended that their village

It's been 125 years since the first Cath- 


olic Mass was said in Buffalo Grove by 
The Rev. J. N. Fortmann. The tiny con- 
gregation of German settlers met in the 
home of John Hennemann, near the di- 
viding line between Cook and Lake Coun- 
ty near Buffalo Grove Rd. 


Hennemann's home was very near the 


present site of St. Mary's Convent, and 
that small group of German families 
helped start the parish, which now 
serves 1,350 families. 


St. Mary's began when Buffalo Grove 


still had buffalo, when farms were few 
and the Catholics were served by mis- 
sionaries. In 1852 there were 25 Catholic 
families in about a 10-mile radius, and 
they decided they wanted a church of 
their own. 


They obtained seven acres of land, and 


the parishioners did much of the building 
under the direction of carpenter Andreas 
Hoefer. Work began in 1852 and was 
completed in about three months. 


ABOUT FOUR months later, vandals 


robbed' the church of some of its acces- 
sories for worship. In 1855, more vandals 
set fire to St. Mary's and burned it to the 


ground. 


Services were in a little log school 


house, until a rectory was built in 1866. It 
included a small church. 


It wasn't until 1897 that the Rev. An- 


thony Royer generated enough money 
and enthusiasm for the construction of a 
larger rectory and a new church. The 
present St. Mary's church was erected.in 
1899. 


The church seats 250 people and is 


built with all the German and Bavarian 
influence in its Gothic architecture that 
the immigrants brought with them. 
There is a memorial picture of Father 
Royer in the church entrance. 


A school was added t the parish in 1907 


when the Rev. N. J. Otto succeeded Fa- 
ther Royer as pastor. The Rev. Frank 
Mattes put a new roof on the church dur- 
ing the late 1920's, and in 1934 the Rev. 
Charles Mertens added a porch to the 
school. 


The cemetery behind the church and 


school was greatly improved when the 
Rev. A. J. Boecker became pastor. He 
appointed a committee of five to identify, 
measure, and chart burial lots already in 
existence. They also had the responsi- 
bility to sell new lots, keep all records, 


and make sure the grounds were tended. 


FATHER BOECKER'S successor, the 


Rev. George • Ballweber, built a new 
school in 1947, the. 100th anniversary of 
the parish. He also erected a shrine to 
Mary, Mother of Perpetual Help. Father 
Ballweber is best remembered for his 
great devotion to children. 


Since 1947 there have been three addi- 


tions to the school. Enrollment next fall 
is expected to be about 755. In 1965 a 
chapel was also built, which can be con- 
verted into seven classrooms if space is 
needed. The chapel holds 850 and is used 
for Sunday Mass. Weddings,-funerals and 
weekday mass are still celebrated in the 
old church. 


St. Mary's also has a large religious 


instruction program for children attend- 
ing public grade schools and high 
schools, with a combined enrollment of 
about 1,900. 


Father Donald J. Duffy, St. Mary's pas- 


tor for three years, now estimates that 
Buffalo Grove is somewhere between 30 
and 40 per cent Catholic. However, many 
of them are young businessmen who 
don't stay in die community too long. 
While Father Duffy said he's sorry to see 


some of his hard workers leave, his loss 
is someone else's gain, and the people 
are constantly replaced by more hard 
workers. 


Church attendance has grown in the 


last 25 years from 100 families to 1,350 
families. Like many parishes, Father 
Duffy says his biggest problem is to 
meet increasing costs of operating the 
parish without putting too much financial 
stress on the people. 


A LARGE CHUNK of the increased 


cost comes from teachers' salaries. Not 
only have salaries risen, but more lay 
teachers are needed because so many 
nuns have left the convent. "There were 
-about 16 nuns seven or eight years ago, 
but with nuns trying to find their place in 
society, now we have five teaching nuns, 
a principal, a religious coordinator, and 
19 lay teachers," said Father Duffy. 


St. Mary's has managed to aoid trans- 


portation cost for its pupils, because the 
"public schools have been exceptionally 
cooperative in providing buses," Father 
Duffy said. Dist. 21, Dist. 102, and Dist. 
96 have all made arrangements for get- 
ting Catholic children to school. 


The church has become somewhat of a 


community center. Father Duffy said so- 
cial activities are offered through the 
school, adding that Father Edwin Pa- 
cocha, a fairly young priest, has done an 
excellent job with the kids. 


St. Mary's also involves many local 


adults in their annual spring entertain- 
ment. Last spring the church presented 
two weekends of nightclub-type shows 
called Passport '72, in which each school 
room was decorated like a different 
country with entertainment to match. 


SEVERAL OF THE workers in the 


rooms were Protestant, and the Israel 
room was prestned by the Jewish wom- 
en's organization, ORT. 


Father Duffy said the show is a good 


way to get young people interested in the 
parish — the "would-be thespians" who 
miss the entertaining they did in high 
school and college and are eager to join 
in. St. Mary's also tries to keep the 
young involved with Sunday guitar Mass. 


Something must be working; Father 


Duffy said church attendance keeps go- 
ing up, as it has for all of St. Mary's 125 
years. 


St. Mary's will celebrate its 125th anni- 


versary with a concelebrated mass Oct. 
8. Cardinal John Cody will preside.

—addition of four monitoring devices 


for ground water, which will cost about 
$250 each. 


—monitoring of gas, which could in- 


clude a methane gas detector which costs 
•about $350. 


—a means of controlling blowing paper 


at the; site, which could include wetting 
the garbage before landfilling it. 


—taking preventive measures to con- 


trol land pollution before developing any 
more of the landfill area.

"None of the solutions to the 19 prob- 


lems is extremely difficult to install or 
very expensive," Andres said.

park plan or not," Charles Cronin, presi- 
dent of the Arlington Heights Park Board 
said. 


Trends Have Changed, But 
Candy Remains A Favorite

For the first time In 30 years, Bob Ver- 


burg's taste buds betrayed him. 


Verburg. president of the National 


Candy Wholesalers Assn. conventioning 
at Arlington Park Towers Hotel and can- 
dy distributor for three decades, took a 
bite of the newly-marketed sweet and 
sour candy and shook his head. "I tasted 
It and figured it would never sell," he 
said 


"Then my 16-year-old daughter tried it 


and said it was good. I was wrong on 
that one because today it's one of the 
biggest sellers." 


Times change even in the candy world, 


it seems. The marshmallow candy bar, 
extremely popular during the depression, 
no longer has a big market. They virtual- 
ly vanished when the New Deal too over. 


"During the Depression nobody had 


any money so people bought marshmal- 
low because they were big bars," Ver- 
burg explained. "After the Depression, 
people bought quality rather than quan- 
tity." 


THE MOST RECENT confectionery 


change has been the elimination of many 
5-cent candy bars and nickel chewing 
gum. "Inflation and the high coat of la- 
bor and production was the cause," ac- 
cording to the candy executive. 


And if inflation continues at its present 


rate, the nation's candy fans may look 
for another hike in prices. Verburg said 
the next change in prices likely will 
come in five or ten years. 


The possibility of added costs won't be 


a deterrent in sales, according to whole- 
salers. "Kids today walk around with a 
dollar in the pockeUt, when we used to 
have a penny." Verburg said. "They buy 
a lot more today." 


Candy manufacturing is basically the 


same as years ago. "They may just 
wrap it differently, but the ingredients 
are about the same. Peanuts and choco- 
late don't change too much," he said. 


Verburg said nostalgia has brought 


rock candy back to the forefront of the 
market. "The at* fMhamml candy being 


sold in glass jars is making a come- 
back." 


Officials report that big business has 


taken over in candy manufacturing. The 
small manufacturer still exists but he is 
a subsidiary of larger companies. 


Despite the changes, the candy busi- 


ness is booming. The average American 
gobbled 20 pounds of candy last year, to 
the delight of the wholesalers. "Christ- 
mas is the best sales period," Verburg 
said. 


Apparently candy canes still are the 


most staple of the industry. 


CRONIN IS WAITING for word from 


Rep. Philip Crane, R-13th, on the exact 
status of the bill and what can be done at 
the local level to keep the housing off the 
base. 


"The 51 acres which the Navy owns is 


one of our prime targets for the begin- 
ning of a park, since there is nothing 
built on it right now," said Thomas 
Thornton, Arlington Heights director of 
parks and recreation.

Independent suburban Democrats will

Suburbanites, 
who compose approximately one-third of 
the voting Democrats in the state, fought 
at Miami Beach for two places on the 


committee, but were thwarted by the in- 
trantigency of the Singer delegation.

How Did Family Get Its 
Name? Learn At library 


by JULIA BAUER 


If a German blacksmith with dark 


hair, living in Lauf, wanted to change his 
name, he might become Schmidt, Laufer 
or Schwartz, 


Each name has a particular meaning 


fr him, if he's from Lauf, Germany, or 
works with metal, or Is dark com- 
plexloned. European surnames 
have 


evolved from just such characteristics — 
S c h w a r t z comes from "black" or 
"dark." Schmidt is a German word 
meaning blacksmith, and Laufer identi- 
fies a man by his home town. 


In a "Dictionary of American Names," 


available at the Palatine Public Library, 
four ways that surnames descended are 
described. Other publications are avail- 
able for people trying to trace their fami- 
ly background, including references at. 
Palatine's library, the Harrington Public 
Library, and the central genealogy 
sources at Newberry Library, 60 W. Wal- 
ton St. in Chicago. 


A majority of surnames were created 


when villagers began identifying people 
by their village, occupation, father's 
name or a descriptive nickname. Most of 
the original meaning have little signifi- 
cance for the people bearing the names 
today. For example, although Bauer 
means farmer in German, very few 
Bauers in the United States work on 
farms today.

According 
to the dictionary listing, one of his ances- 
tors was a bold, impetuous, brave man 
in England, where the name "Moodie" 
originated. Then there's the German

name for one who lives in or by the 
small wood. Her Barrington home is sur- 
rounded by trees.

manor house. Another possible definition, 
one who is a vervant in the principal 
room of a manor house, may seem ap- 
propriate to Hall, who answers to the 
park district commissioners twice a 
month.

Service Assistance but the regional OEO 
office has not released any funds, creat- 
ing the threat of suspension or dis- 
continuation of the supplemental food 
program in Cook County.

Without regional OEO funds there is no 


way the program can be continued past 
Aug. 31, said Miss Karen Stanley, direc- 
tor of the Northwest Opportunity Center. 
Donated truck services are currently 
being used to pick up the supplemental 
food from a central warehouse in Chi- 
cago. 


"This program is fo the poorest of the 


poor and it's limited to families with 
children under six," said Miss Stanley. 
"This is the population most subject to 
malnutrition." 


Even with food stamps there is no 


guarantee people will buy good nutri- 
tional food, said Miss Stanley.

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International Village - That Toddling Town 
A Great Place To Live, They Say 


by MARILYN HEISER 


Publicity seekers stage activities rang- 


ing from flagpole sitting to protest dem- 
onstrations to attract the media's atten- 
tion. But Schaumburg's International Vil- 
lage has received nationwide publicity 
simply by being there. 


That, in itself Is newsworthy, accord- 


ing to articles about International Village 
In May in the New York Times, in June 
in Saturday Review, and in one planned 
for Newsweek. 


Apartment living in the suburbs is a 


relatively new phenomenon, according to 
census statistics cited in the New York 
Times. Singles, especially, have been 
moving out of the center city, such as 
Chicago's Near North Side, and flocking 
to the unpolluted air, expanses of green, 
and easy living in the suburbs. 


Amidst singles complexes springing up 


in suburban areas of the nation's major 
cities, International Village, with its 1,500 
residents, 60 per cent of them single, 
stands out. 


LINDA LYNCH, International Village's 


manager, said the complex does not have 


a public relations department. None of 
developer's Norman Ackenberg's com- 
plexes (there are International Villages 
in Lombard, Minneapolis, and one 
planned for Ft. Lauderdale) send out any 
p r o m o t i o n a l literature except upon 
request. 


Located at Algonquin and Meacham 


roads, Schaumburg's International Vil- 
lage strikes the visitor as a transplanted 
European complex. Three-story buildings 
reminiscent of Swiss chalets and English 
country houses decorate the landscape. 


St. Moritz, Heidelberg, Bordeaux, De- 


vonshire — the European-named • build- 
ings with their chocolate brown trim 
against white, pink, or green stucco 
circle around well-groomed green areas. 


The design of the buildings, while un- 


usual, are actually a minor part of Inter- 
national Village's appeal. Mrs. Lynch 
stressed that the residents are out-going 
joiners, oriented toward physical activi- 
ties. They came to the right place. 


The facilities run the gambit from in- 


door and outdoor pools, sauna baths, jog- 
ging trails, and tennis courts to a lighted 
ice-skating pond, arts and craft room, in- 


door golf driving range, and basketball 
court. 


Group activities are encouraged by a 


full-time social director, Mary Curran. 
Mrs. Lynch said, "International Village 
gets so much publicity because it's the 
best complex around. Others don't have 
a social director. And our full program, 
including yoga and ski clubs, intramural 
games, and holiday dances is the prima- 
ry attraction.here." 


The physical layout and active social 


program of International Village evokes 
the atmosphere of a well-manicured 
country club crossed with a swinging col- 
lege campus. 


JUDGING FROM resident 
response, 


it's a product that meets a demand. 


Tom Conlon, up until this summer a 


teacher at Rolling Meadows High School, 
has been happily living at International 
Village for a year. 


"It's a different way of life than living 


in Chicago. The people here are friendly. 
They're not afraid of each other. Inter- 
national Village has so much to offer — 
it's the best-designed complex around." 


Most of the residents heard of the com- 


plex from others living there or noticed 
its unusual styling as they drove past. 
They do not seem surprised that the 
complex has gotten so much publicity. 


Julie Keith, who has been living in In- 


ternational Village for six months, felt 
there weren't very many complexes ori- 
ented toward single people. 


Mike Schubert, a salesman, said the 


"concept of compactness, with so many 
apartments and facilities together in one 
place, is unique." 


Linda Mast, a stewardess for United 


Air Lines, and Diane'Brooks, a teacher 
in Hoffman Estates, said that the people 
at International Village were "unbeliev- 
ably friendly and ciose."/ They couldn't 
believe that everyone out here says hello 
to you." 


There was some dissension about the 


good life at International Village. Some 
felt it was too far from the city and the 
social and cultural activities there.

BUT THE NEW plan, which will have 


2S2 three-bedroom units, leads to a pro- 
jection of 332 school-age children, ac- 
cording to Kiszka. 


The district, he said, will probably get 


more children under the new plan, and 
about $28,000 less than under the old 
plan. 


"The net effect," Kiszka said, "will be 


more kids and less money." 


Kiszka admitted that Zale was correct 


when he said he had no legal obligation 
to give the school district any money. 


Contributions to the school district by 


builders are loosely controlled by guide- 
lines established by the Dist. 15 Board of 
Education's school site committee. 


These guidelines call for a donation of 


five acres of land an additional acre for 
every 100 children projected coming into 
the district from a particular devel- 
opment. The land donation is earmarked 
for a school site. 


Developers are also asked to contrib- 


ute $100 for each living unit in their com- 
plexes. Zale made no land donation but 
offered the acceptable $200 per unit com- 
promise. 


Zale originally volunteered the offer of 


$200 a unit last year, Kiszka said. Kiszka 
said the district is reconciled to the fact 
that it will be getting less money, but 
added he feels "the contribution should 
be the commitment that was originally 
agreed to."

Weller Creek 
Work Halted; 
Funds Exhausted 


The excavation work on Weller Creek 


has stopped at William Street, two blocks 
short of the announced goal for this year, 
because current state funds for the proj- 
ect have been exhausted. 


The plans called for extension of the 


widening and cleaning work to School 
Street this year, but changes were made 
last month which have increased the 
costs, according to John Guillou, chief 
engineer for the Illinois Division of Wa- 
terways. 


The added work is the complete sod-, 


ding and smoothing of both banks rather 
than just one. Guillou said the change 
was made at the village's request in an 
attempt to alleviate creekside home- 
owners' fears that their backyards may 
erode into the creek, as has happened in 
a Des Plaines section, 
i 


Just under $62,000 was appropriated by 


the state for the phase of the project be- 
tween Mount Prospect Road and School 
S t r e e t . However, Guillou said the 


changes approved meant a 21.9 per cent 
increase over the approved figure. 


TO KEEP THE COST below the ap- 


proved figure, Guillou said the two 
blocks of work between William and 
School streets was postponed until the 
next phase of the project He estimated 
that the total cost now for the first sec- 
tion would be over $70,000. 


Originally, the current chase was to be 


completed by Aug. 1, but Guillou said an 
extension until Aug. 31 was given to the 
contractor, Rossi Construction Co of 
Northlake, because of the changes in the 
plans. 


The next phase of the project will 


come 
when 
village 
authorities ask 


Guillou to proceed and when the village 
has acquired the necessary right of way, 
Guillou said. 


Village Engineer Leonard H. Dicke said 


the new stopping point would not inter- 
fere with construction of the William 
Street bridge, which may be erected by 
this fall.

Gov. Richard B Ogilvie will come to 


Arlington Heights Aug. 13 to sign into 
law a bill allowing several Northwest 
suburbs to offer medical treatment to 
victims at the scene of an emergency. 


Brothers Found Guilty 


Of Theft, Battery

Two Chicago brothers who attempted 


to rob a Mount Prospect gds station July 
19 were found guilty of battery and theft 
this week in the Niles branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


Mount Prospect police said the charges 


of attempted robbery against Myron 0. 
Coleman, 17, and his brother Harold, 21, 
were reduced to theft by agreement of 
both side* in the case. The men were 
placed on two years probation, with Har- 
old Coleman also sentenced to 60 days in 
the Cook County Jail. 


The pair, along with a third brother 


who has been processed through juvenile 
court, attempted to rob the Clark Station. 
696 E, Northwest Hwy. in order to get 
money to bail out yet a fourth brother 
who had been arrested by Chicago police 
on a traffic violation. 


The station attendant, Charles J. Tapp, 


21, of Lombard, was hit over the head 
with an object in the attempt. Tapp 
chased the robbers and called for the po- 
lice. 


The mobile emergency care unit, the 


first of its kind in Illinos, is expected to 
begin operating in September. 


Based at Northwest Community Hospi- 


tal in Arlington Heights, the unit will 
serve residents of Arlington Heights, 
Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, In- 
verness, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Schaumburg and possibly 
Wheeling. 


Firemen and ambulance attendants 


from those communities have undergone 
extensive training at the-hospital under 
the direction of Dr. Stanley Zydlo, and 
equipment is being ordered to provide 
on-the-scene medical treatment. 


The bill Ogilvie plans to sign removes 


liability from the paramedics and doc- 
tors participating in the program. In- 
structions to the trained firemen would 
be given by doctors over a two-way ra- 
dio. 


EXPECTED TO be present at the bill 


signing Aug. 13 are Dr. Zydlo; Mrs. Ja- 
net Schwettman of Inverness, who was 
Instrumental in setting up the mobile 
unit; and local village officials and fire- 
men. 


Sponsor of the bill in the Illinois Senate 


was Sen. John A. Graham, R-Barrington, 
Rep, David J. Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect, and Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights, steered it through 
the House.

At Eisenhower Elementary School 
Plan Program For Gifted Students 


A test program for academically gifted 


students will be instituted at Eisenhower 
Elementary School in Prospect Heights 
this fall by Prospect Heights Dist. 23. 


"We currently don't have a program 


for gifted students and we want to see 
how it will work," said Edward Grodsky, 
Dist 23 superintendent. 


This year's program is only a pilot or 


test program and will involve only fourth 
and fifth graders at Eisenhower, he said, 
but added it will be expended to the oth- 
er four district elementary schools and to 
other grade levels after about two years. 


The test project will involve gifted stu- 


dents spending a few hours per week in 
the school's library doing research and 
developing projects under the super- 
vision of Eisenhower Principal Mary 
Hycrczyk and teacher Judith Rosenberg. 
Both underwent special training this 
summer to learn how to deal with gifted 
students. 


Grodsky did not go into detail about 


the structure of the program saying "It's 
still in its rough stages." More of the 
program's content will be determined 
later this month when he meets with 
Mrs. Hyrczyk and Mrs. Rosenberg. 


HE SAID CHILDREN will be selected 


for the program from test scores, and 
the cost for program development will be 
about $3,250. A large part of the cost will 


be for'testing, instruction materials, and 
the teacher's in-service training for su- 
pervising the program. 


Marilyn Meissner, director 
of the 


North Suburban Area Service Center in 
Arlington Heights, who trains teachers in 


dealing with .gifted children, said the 
training process takes about four weeks. 


"The teachers start out supervising 


project sessions with gifted children for 
about two weeks," she said. "Then they 
watch and critique videotapes of the ses- 


sions after which their methods are eval- 
uated. 


"After that," she said, "they develop 


their own projects for the children and 
discuss the teaching methods they will 
use." 


PHIA Getting Flood Damage Estimates 


Estimates of recent flooding damage in 


Prospect Heights are currently being 
compiled by the Prospect Heights Im- 
provement Association 
(PHIA), said

McDonald Creek runoff caused by in- 


adequate drainage through the Soo Line 
R.R. culvert has been blamed for much 
of the damage. 


Parts of Prospect Heights became 


flooded after heavy rains April 16, June 
14 and July 19. 


"Right now, we're still waiting for the 


forms we sent out to people in the areas 
that flooded to come back," he said. "We 
asked them to take their time with them 
and consider carefully what damage they 
suffered." 


A COMPOSITE figure will be compiled 


for all the damaging floods since April 16 


as well as a flood-by-flood breakdown of 
the damages. No target date for having 
the estimate has been set. 


He said the Country Gardens area lo- 


cated between Schoenbeck and Elmhurst 
Roads, north of Palatine Road apparent- 
ly were the hardest hit during the floods. 
He also estimated the total damage dur- 
ing the severe June flood at about 
$150,000 but could give no estimate on 
damages from the other two. 


In the 100 damage forms circulated by 


the PHIA, residents were asked to con- 
sider the flood's effects n their outside 
property, their appliances, furniture, 
windows and doors along with personal 
and medical expenses. 


"WE ALSO want to calculate latent 


damage," Gilligan said. Many times 


something like a furnace motor will be 
damaged by flood waters and may not 
show itself for a while. Latent damage 
can cost quite a bit of money even 
though it may .not be noticeable for a 
period of time."

Operation Nutrition Dead? 


Four Propose 
Unit School 
District Study 


Proposals to conduct a feasibility study 


on a unit district have been presented to 
the Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 School 
Board by four consultant firms. 


The board has requested the proposals 


prior to the possible awarding of a con- 
tract for a feasibility study. The IHhwis 
School Consulting Service, University of 
Illinois; Eastern Illinois University and 
Western Illinois University presented 
proposals. 


Proposals were made to various board 


members at scheduled open sessions. Be- 
fore any action can be taken the board 
will discuss the proposals at official 
board meetings. 


IN A UNIT DISTRICT, all school 


grades, kindergarten to twelve, are un- 
der one school administration. Currently 
only grades kindergarten to eight are ad- 
ministered by Dist. 59. High School ad- 
ministration is under School Dist. 214. 


Some members of the school board fa- 


vor a unit district as an aid to education 
continuity. A single administration would 
make the transition from elementary 
school to high school easier for the chil- 
dren, they say. 


Under state law, tax advantages are 


available to a unit district, James Erviti, 
Dist. 59 superintendent, told the Elk 
Grove Village trustees last June that the 
district pays $1.5 million extra for school 
expense as part of a dual district. If Dist. 
59 was a unit district, the state would 
pay the $1.5 million. 


The proposed study would be done in 


phases, the first phase a preliminary 
overview. If the first phase showed unit 
districting was feasible, then in-depth 
studying would begin. 


If the first phase showed unit dis- 


tricting was unfeasible, the study would 
be dropped. 


A complete study would cover all as- 


pects of unit districting, including territo- 
ry involved, financial arrangements, le- 
gal problems, adequacy of plants and fa- 
cilities , administration, curriculum, 
rights and duties of personnel, trans- 
portation arrangements and effects of 
school and community relations. 


COST OF THE TOTAL study, if com- 


pleted, would be approximately $18,000 
according to Erviti. This estimate does 
not include costs if testimony is required 
by the consultants. 


Operation Nutrition, which seves 300 


families in the Northwest suburbs, may 
be discontinued Aug. 31 unless funds for 
the program are released.

Operation Nutrition is a supplemental 


food program aimed at meeting the nu- 
tritional needs of the poor in suburban 
Cook County 


Fund for the program, which is admin- 


istered locally by the Northwest Opportu- 
nity Center in Rolling Meadows are re- 
ceived by the Cook County Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity. CCOEO receives its 
funding for the program from the region- 
al OEO office. 


Congress has appropriated $20 million 


to provide Emergency Food and Medical 
Service Assistance but the regional OEO 
office has not released any funds, creat- 
ing the threat of suspension or dis- 


continuation of the supplemental food 
program in Cook County 


THOMAS S. FULLER, president of the 


CCOEO, is in Washington now meeting 
with Sen. Adlai Stevenson and Sen. 
Charles Percy asking their help in getting 
funds immediately committed for contin- 
uation of the supplemental food program. 


Without regional OEO funds there is no 


way the program can be continued past 
Aug. 31, said Miss Karen Stanley, direc- 
tor of the Northwest Opportunity Center. 
Donated truck * services are currently 
being used to pick up the supplemental 
food from a central warehouse in Chi- 
cago 


"This program is fo the poorest of the 


poor and it's limited to families with 
children under six," said Miss Stanley. 
"This is the population most subject to 
malnutrition." 


Even with food stamps there is no 


guarantee people will buy good nutri- 
' tional food, said Miss Stanley. 


Discontinuation of the program, which 


has been in operation for two years, will 
also mean a loss of a staff member at the 
Northwest Opportunity Center. The staff 
person administers the program and 
helps at the center by making referral to 
other agencies and making some home 
visits. 


Long range plans were to phase out 


Operation Nutrition and replace it with 
food buying clubs and cooperatives, said 
Miss Stanley. These plans will also have 
to be suspended unless there is funding 
to pay for a staff member to administer 
a food club or cooperative. 


Suburban Democrats Seek 'Voice' As Group Meets

Independent suburban Democrats will 


fight for representation on the party's ex- 
panded national central committee to- 
morrow when the fractured Illinois dele- 
gation to the National Convention recon- 
venes at noon in the Sherman House in 
the Loop. 


The 170-member delegation now in- 


cludes Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley 
and his 58 old-guard cohorts instead of 
Aid. William Singer and his contingent, 
which unseated them at the Miami Beach 
convention. 


Six members of the national central 


committee are to be elected, as opposed 
to the traditional two. Suburbanites, 
who compose approximately one-third of 
the voting Democrats in the state, fought 
at Miami Beach for two places on the 
committee, but were thwarted by the in- 


transigency of the Singer delegation. 


Mrs, 
Eugenia Chapman, state repre- 


sentative from Arlington Heights, esti- 
mated that the Singer contingent would 
have been able to pick at least four and 
possibly all six committeemen, had the 
delegation chairman, Rep. Clyde Choate, 
D-Anna, allowed the election to take 
place. 


P r o b a b l y the leading contenders 


among the suburban Democrats not asso- 
ciated with the Daley machine are Rep. 
Daniel M Pierce of Highland Park and 


Alberta Lauterbach of Evanston, who 
has been a campaign worker for Sen. Ad- 
lai Stevenson III, Lt. Gov. Paul Simon 
and currently for U.S. Rep. Abner Mik- 
va. 


PIERCE ENCOUNTERED opposition 


from the Singer contingent at a 5 a.m. 
caucus following the close of the national 
convention because he had previously 
voted for seating of the Daley delegation. 


Choate, a downstate ally of Daley, 


agreed to adjournment of the caucus 
when it appeared that the Singer delega- 


tion might control the voting. 


Asked if the seating of the Daley dele- 


gation rather than Singer's contingent 
would improve his chances of election, 
Pierce commented, "I would be better 
off if neither of them was seated." 


Seating of the Daley delegation by or- 


der of Circuit Judge Daniel Covelli — an 
order which the federal courts refused to 
rescind — will lend weight to election of 
suburban delegates closely tied to the 
Daley machine, such as state Rep.

Under an agreement, each 
of the four communities pays a share of 
the project cost relative to their use of 
the facilities. 


Richard L. Jesse, Mount Prospect fi- 


nance director and secretary of the 
NMDS executive committee, said that 
Michaels was selected last month from 
45 applicants, 10 of whom were inter- 
viewed by the committee. 


Michaels has hid considerable experi- 


ence as a staff and program analyst with 
Applied Information Development Co. in 
Oak Brook and with All-State Insurance 
Co., Jes»« said. 


One of Michaels' first tasks, according 


to Jesse, will be to help in the selection 
of computer hardware. 


ON JUNE 8, several major manufac- 


turers of computers attended a bidders 
conference. From this meeting, NMDS 
has received three bid proposals, Jesse 


said. They are from IBM, National Cash 
Register and Honeywell Corp. 


"We are analyzing these bids," Jesse 


said. "Our target date for a decision is 
Sept. 15. He said they had a choice of 
package programs (premade) or devel- 
oping original programs. 


"We have to weigh the merits of each 


(approach)," he said. 


The major programs to be implemented 


on the computer, when installed, will be 
utility billing first, followed by payroll, 
police information and accounting 


The program is planned to be oper- 


ational by Jan. 1. Jesse said that at least 
Mount Prospect and Arlington Heights 
hope to be doing their water billing with 
the computer by then. Mount Prospect 
currently has its billing done on the 
Mount Prospect State Bank computer 
and Arlington Heights leases equip- 
ment, with the lease expiring at the end 
of this year. 


A SITE FOR THE computer facilities 


has yet to be selected. However, Jesse 
indicated they would prefer having the 
site centrally located which would mean 
in Dea Plaines or Mount Prospect. He 
said office space would have to be 
leased.

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Landfill Doesn't 
Measure Up To 
EPA Standards 


The Arlington Heights landfill site is 


not acceptable to the state Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (EPA), and two 
permit applications to run the landfill 
have been denied by the agency over the 
past few months. 


In an attempt to obtain a permit, three 


Arlington Heights village officials went 
to Springfield yesterday. 


"We listed 19 problems with the land- 


fill in a four-page letter, many of which 
were disposed of after the discussion," 
Douglas Andrews, manager of the permit 
section of the land pollution division of 
the EPA in Springfield told the Herald. 


Included in problems Andrews says 


must be remedied before the village re- 
ceives a permit for the landfill operation 
are: 


—addition of four monitoring devices 


for ground water, which will cost about 
$250 each. 


—monitoring of gas, which could in- 


clude a methane gas detector which costs 
about $350. 


—n means of controlling blowing paper 


at the site, which could include wetting 


the garbage before landfilling it. 


—taking preventive measures to con- 


trol land pollution before developing any 
more of the landfill area. 


"None of the solutions to the 19 prob- 


lems is extremely difficult to install or 
very expensive," Andres said. 


ACCORDING TO Frank Charlton, di- 


rector of health services in Arlington 
Heights, the village will do whatever is 
necessary to bring the landfill up to new 
standards. 


Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, Assistant 


Mgr. Darryl Kenning, Director of Public 
Works Gene Wilroth and Village Engi- 
neer Allen Sander were out of town yes- 
terday, and unavailable to comment on 
what action would be taken to make the 
landfill acceptable to the EPA. 


"Our landfill is really no different than 


landfills all over the state," Charlton 
said, "The EPA says you have to have a 
permit but are reluctant to tell you what 
you have to do to get one." 


There are presently 800 disposal sites 


in the state that need a landfill permit, 
and 146 of them have obtained one, since 


July 1,1970, Andrews said. 


Expansion Would Likely Use 
Area West Of Current Site 


There is no easy way to expand the 


Arlington Heights landfill, but if it is 
done at all, land to the west of the cur- 
rent site will probably be used, according 
to a preliminary Arlington Heights vil- 
lage survey of land adjacent to the land- 
fill. 


"The land to the east is least accept- 


able because of the high cost and the 
nearness to Buffalo Grove residences," 
said G. Frank Charlton, village health di- 
rector. "Also Kennicott Ave. will be ex- 
tended to Nicholas Road, thereby separa- 
ting the addition from the parent land- 
fill." 


Cost of the land and Its availability are 


questions not answered by the tentative 
study. 


"The main problem to be faced if we 


acquire the land to the west is Buffalo 
Creek and its flood plain," Charlton said. 
"There is a possibility of relocating the 
creek, but in order to do that it would be 
necessary to obtain a permit from the 
Illinois Division of Waterways."

south of Checker Road and west of Ar- 
lington Heights Road which would dry up 
Buffalo Creek on the land considered for 
landfill expansion. 


ACCORDING TO a village study of the 


current landfill, there are a few years of 
life if plans for a recreation area are 
carried through. A recent preliminary 
study by landfill engineers, however, 
says that the landfill has les than a year 
of life left, if the recreation area plans 
are not modified. 


The study, by Haraa Engineering, was 


expected to be completed Monday. It will 
cost the village $7,000 when completed. 


"We still have about SO per cent of the 


money for the Harza study, and will keep 
it until we get a final report," said Charl- 
ton. 


The incinerator subcommittee of the 


Environmental Control Commission used 
the preliminary Harza study data in its 
recent solid waste- disposal report that 
recommended landfill be used for dis- 
posal.

Need Federal Funds By Aug. 31 
Operation Nutrition Dead? 


Operation Nutrition, which seves 300 


families in the Northwest suburbs, may 
be discontinued Aug. 31 unless funds for 
the program are released. 


Operation Nutrition is a supplemental 


food program aimed at meeting the nu- 
tritional needs of the poor in suburban 
Cook County. 


Fund for the program, which is admin- 


istered locally by the Northwest Opportu- 
nity Center in Rolling Meadows are re- 
ceived by the Cook County Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity. CCOEO receives its 
funding for the program from the region- 
al OEO office. 


Congress has appropriated $20 million 


to provide Emergency Food and Medical 
Service Assistance but the regional OEO 
office has not released any funds, creat- 


ing the threat of suspension or dis- 
continuation of the supplemental food 
program in Cook County. 


THOMAS S. FULLER, president of the 


CCOEO, is in Washington now meeting 
with Sen. Adlai Stevenson and Sen. 
Charles Percy asking their help in getting 
funds immediately committed for contin- 
uation of the supplemental food program. 


Without regional OEO funds there is no 


way the program can be continued past 
Aug. 31, said Miss Karen Stanley, direc- 
tor of the Northwest Opportunity Center. 
Donated truck services are currently 
being used to pick up the supplemental 
food from a central warehouse in Chi- 
cago. 


"This program is fo the poorest of the 


poor and it's limited to families with 
children under six," said Miss Stanley. 


"This is the population most subject to 
malnutrition." 


Even with food stamps there is no 


guarantee people will buy good nutri- 
tional food, said Miss Stanley. 


Discontinuation of the program, which 


has been in operation for two years, will 
also mean a toss of a staff member at the 
Northwest Opportunity Center. The staff 
person administers the program and 
helps at the center by making referral to 
other agencies and making some home 
visits. 


Long range plans were to phase out 


Operation Nutrition and replace it with 
food buying clubs and cooperatives, said 
Miss Stanley. These plans will also have 
to be suspended unless there is funding 
to pay for a staff member to administer 
a food club or cooperative.

Their salary will not affect 
Social Security payments. They will also 
receive $1 daily for transportation, one 
hot meal at the institution and a physical 
examination. 


The foster grandparents will work with 


the children on a one to one basis giving 
the children a meaningful contact and 
giving the foster grandparents a feeling 
of being gainfully employed, said Miss 
Stanley.

admitted to the hospital." 


DR. ARMAS ADDED that the hospital 


will still provide the intensive and acute 
care facilities it has in the past. 


Besides more out-patient facilities, the 


expansion will increase the number of 
hospital beds from the current 340 to a 
possible 420 beds. 


Ogilvie Will Sign Paramedic 
Bill In Arlington Heights 


Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie will come to 


Arlington Heights Aug. 13 to sign into 
law a bill allowing several Northwest 
suburbs to offer medical treatment to 
victims at the scene of an emergency. 


The mobile emergency care unit, the 


first of its kind in Illinos, is expected to 
begin operating in September. 


Based at Northwest Community Hospi- 


tal in Arlington Heights, the unit will 
serve residents of Arlington Heights, 
Buffalo Grove, Hoffman Estates, In- 
verness, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Roll- 
ing Meadows, Schaumburg and possibly 
Wheeling. 


Firemen and ambulance attendants 


from those communities have undergone 
extensive training at the hospital under 
the direction of Dr. Stanley Zydlo, and 
equipment is being ordered to provide 
on-the-scene medical treatment. 


The bill Ogilvie plans to sign removes 


liability from the paramedics and doc- 
tors participating in the program. In- 
structions to the trained firemen would 
be given by doctors over a two-way ra- 
dio. 


EXPECTED TO be present at the bill 


signing Aug. 13 are Dr. Zydlo; Mrs. Ja- 
net Schwettman of Inverness, who was 
instrumental in setting up the mobile 
unit; and local village officials and fire- 
men. 


Sponsor of the bill in the Illinois Senate 


was Sen. John A Graham, R-Barrington, 
Rep, David J. Regner, R-Mount Pros- 
pect, and Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 
R-Arlington Heights, steered it through 
the House.

Ln., Des Plaines, and Terry Ingram,, 22, 
of 132 N Hale St., Wheaton, ran out of 
the unlocked rear entrance of city hall, 
1412 Miner St . as baliff Lynn Fairbanks 
was escorting the pair back to the city 
lockup, police said.

came from Associate Judge Francis 
Glowacki The judge's car, parked be- 
hind city hall, was damaged at One point 
when a patrolman hurriedly backed his 
three-wheel motorcycle into the side of 
the car while trying to turn it around to 


chase the escaping prisoners. 


Ingram was captured hiding behind a 


garage at 1108 Walnut St. a half hour 
after off duty patrolman Jack Whetstone 
saw him walking down the street. Whets- 
tone had originally arrested Banks and 
Ingram Aug. 24 for allegedly burglar- 
izing two Des Plaines service stations. 


Police squad cars and unmarked de- 


tective cars then spent more than an 
hour criss-crossing streets in central Des 
Plaines in search of Banks, who turned 
himself in to police at 1:10 p.m. He re- 
portedly told police he ran to the Drury 
Motel, 374 Lee St., after his escape, and 
called his mother, who summoned a law- * 
yer and returned him to the station 


Whetstone told the Herald that when he 


saw Ingram walking down Margaret 
Street he became suspicious because he 
knew Ingram had been in the custory of 
the Cook County Sheriff's police and 
wasn't scheduled for court until later m 
the day. 


"I called the station and found out In- 


gram and Banks had just escaped so I 
got my service revolver and chased him 
through the backyards," Whetstone said. 


He said Ingram was already captured 


by Patrolman Jack Muhs when he 
caught up. Muhs had been dispatched to 
the scene after. Whetstone's phone call to 
the police station. 


The pair had been brought up to the 


courtroom on the second floor of city 
hall. The court clerk determined when 
Banks and Ingram arrived in the court- 
room, that the pair wasn't scheduled to 
appear until 1:30 p.m.

Glowacki also ordered an addi- 
tional $2,500 bond on the pair and sched- 
uled a preliminary hearing on charges of 
escape from custody for the same date 
as the burglary hearing. 


Banks is now being held in Cook Coun-

Independent suburban Democrats will 


fight for representation on the party's ex- 
panded national central committee to- 
morrow when the fractured Illinois dele- 
gation to the National Convention recon- 
venes at noon in the Sherman House in 
the Loop. 


The 170-meniber delegation now in- 


cludes Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley 
and his 58 old-guard cohorts instead of 
Aid. William Singer and his contingent, 
which unseated them at the Miami Beach 
convention. 


Six members of the national central 


committee are to be elected, as opposed 
to the traditional two. Suburbanites, 
who compose approximately one-third of 
the voting Democrats in the state, fought 
at Miami Beach for two places on the 
committee, but were thwarted by the m- 
transigency of the Singer delegation. 


Mrs. Eugenia Chapman, state repre- 


sentative from Arlington Heights, esti- 
mated that the Singer contingent would 
have been able to pick at least four and 
possibly all six committeemen, had the 
delegation chairman, Rep. Clyde Choate, 
D-Anna, allowed the election to take 
place. 


P r o b a b l y the leading contenders 


among the suburban Democrats not asso- 
ciated with the Daley machine are Rep. 
Daniel M Fierce of Highland Park and 
Alberta Lauterbach of Evanston, who 
has been a campaign worker for Sen. Ad- 
lai Stevenson HI, Lt. Gov. Paul Simon 
and currently for U.S. Rep. Abner Mik- 
va. 


PIERCE ENCOUNTERED opposition 


from the Singer contingent at a 5 a.m. 
caucus following the close of the national 
convention because he had previously 
voted for seating of the Daley delegation. 


Choate, a downstate ally of Daley, 


agreed to adjournment of the caucus 
when it appeared that the Singer delega- 
tion might control the voting. 


Asked if the seating of the Daley dele-

Most criticism has come from three 


communities — Schaumburg, Palatine 
and Hoffman Estates. There have been 
scattered 
complaints from 
residents 


throughout the Northwest suburbs who 
are simply bothered by mosquitos. 


In Schaumburg and Palatine, NMAD 


has been prohibited by ordinance from- 
spraying Malathion and other toxic 
chemicals and the validity of the ordi- 
nance is being challenged in the courts. 


SUGGESTION HAS been made by 


Schaumburg's Clean Environment Com- 
mittee calling for the withdrawal of the 
village from NMAD, replacing it with a 
local department of water management 
and mosquito control. 


In Hoffman Estates, a charge has been 


made that the village has been the vic- 
tim of a lack of service by the taxing 
body and there is a possibility a class 
action suit may be filed demanding, ei- 
ther better service or a refund of tax 
money. 


About the ban on spraying in Schaum- 


burg and Palatine, Mitchell said, 'I feel 
sorry for both communities. They're get- 
ting chewed up (by mosquitos)." 


MITCHELL RESPONDED to the sug- 


gestion by. Schaumburg that the control 
of mosquitos should be the responsibility 
of local government by saying, "It would 
be sort of a waste of money." 


He said the initial cost for one spray 


machine would be about $2,500 not in- 
cluding materials. He also said that 
spraying mosquitos would only be a stop 
gap measure and that local agencies 
would have to "get rid of the sources of 
the mosquito problem," thus there would 
be a big expense for preventative mea- 
sures. 


Mitchell also challenged statements by 


Hoffman Estates plan commission chair- 
man Richard Regan, who said his com- 
munity has been the victim of poor ser-

Grocery Chains, Butchers Negotiate 
After-6 Meat Buying Talks Begin

It may be possible soon to buy fresh, 


red meat after 6 p.m. at your neighbor- 
hood grocer because of contract talks 
being held by representatives of the 
butcher's union and officials of several 
major grocery chains. 


But it remains to be seen whether local 


leaders of the Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workmen of North 
America will approve such a move,'one 
they have consistently opposed in the 
past. 


Contract negotiations are in the "get- 


ting started" stages. A two-year contract 
between the butcher's union and the gro- 
cery chains expires Oct. 1 and intensive 
talks are expected to begin later this 


month. 


And one of the major questions on the 


minds of many suburban shoppers — 
whether they will continue to be incon- 
venienced by not being able to buy meat 
at the grocery store when they want to — 
may be answered.

ceeding $2,600 if they are married/ 


Persons qualifying for the program 


will work 20 hours a week and receive 
$1.60 an hour. Their salary will not affect 
Social Security payments. They will also 
receive $1 daily for transportation, one 
hot meal at the institution and a physical 
examination. 


The foster grandparents will work with 


the children on a one to one basis giving 
the children a meaningful contact and 
giving the foster grandparents a feeling 
of being gainfully employed, said Miss 
Stanley. 


Miss Stanley is not sure yet how many 


openings there will be for foster grand- 
parents. The center is already taking ap- 
plications and intends to start the pro- 
gram no later than Oct. 1. 


and revisions will be made before they 
are submitted to Bakalis later this month 
for approval. 


All school districts in the state are 


evaluated by state officials every three 
years. If a district fails to meet the state 
standards, it may not be eligible for 
state aid money. 


The major change in the standards is 


the requirement that all districts submit 
the plan for improving their offerings to 
the state, according to Linda Becker- 
man, an administrative aide in the state 
Department of Recognition and Super- 
vision. 


"The program allows districts more 


flexibility in setting programs and stan- 
dards and will make them more account- 
able to their communities," Miss Becker- 
man said. 


EACH PLAN, to conform to the stan- 


dards, must include a section assessing 
local education needs, objectives for im- 
provement and activities designed to ac- 
complish them, procedures for eval- 
uating success of improvements and 
procedures for involving the community 
in planning improvements. 


The new standards will require all dis- 


tricts to submit their plans by May 1, 
1973, in order to achieve full recognition 
from the state. 


Other parts of the standards remain 


substantially the same as in the past, 
Miss Beckerman said, with standards for 
staff certification and for recommended 
and required programs. 


Miss Beckerman said she expects the 


final revisions on the new standards to 
be completed this month, following meet- 
ings with various statewide education 
groups. Assuming that Bakalis then ap- 
proves them, she said the new standards 
should be mailed to school districts "by 
September. 


"The standards have needed some 


change and improvement," she said. 
"That's why we're doing this."

was filed then by Jewel Food Stores 
against the butcher's union, charging 
that the union should not be able to con- 
trol its own hours and that of the sale of 
meat as a legal labor objective. 


The Supreme Court ruled in favor of 


the union and it has stayed that way ever 
since. You can't buy fresh meat after 6 
p.m. or on Sundays in grocery stores in 
Cook and >Lake counties. The rule is not 
universal, as in some other parts of the 
state extended meat-purchasing hours 
are permitted. 


Since that ruling, according to a chain 


store spokesman, there have been at- 
tempts to get the union to change the 
contract to reflect the needs of a chang- 
ing society which has demanded more 
services and better quality. 


"It has always been an employers' 


request but it (a change in position by 
the union) hasn't been available," the 
spokesman said. "It hasn't been granted. 
It has been, though, a perennial topic of 
discussion." 


ACCORDING TO a spokesman at union 


headquarters in downtown Chicago, it is 
the chain-store owners who never before 
have been -able to agree among them- 
selves as to what to pay butchers and 
how zo determine their hours, and that 
this has been one of the stumbling blocks 
•to changing things. 


The spokesman also said that the union 


has become increasingly effective in rep- 
resenting its members, especially in past 
years when they were able to reduce the 
average workday from 12 to 10 to 8 
hours. 


The subject of buying fresh, red meat 


came into sharper focus recently with 
the change in store hours of grocery 
chains. Now there is the midnight Jewel, 
the Dominick's that's open until midnight 
and beyond and such chains as 7-Eleven, 
which have had later 'hours for years. 


Feeling the pressure of other chain 


stores responding to increased hours 


with increased hours of their own, some 
7-Eleven stores now are open 24 hours a 
day, all year long, excluding Christmas, 
although some stores even have picked 
up on their option and have opened on 
this religious holiday. 


ACCORDING TO a survey of North- 


west suburban grocery stores, the aver- 
age shopper who takes advantage of 
longer store hours does so because he 
runs out of small grocery items or in an 
emergency needs some kind of aspirin or 
medicine. 


These longer hours, according to the 


survey, show that the purchase of fast 
service items leads in volume of what is 
bought during the new, later hours. The 
average shopper buys most of his week's 
supply of staples during the day. Late at 
night he buys cigarettes, milk, bread, 
candies and snack foods. 


But it's the problem of not being able 


to buy fresh meat when they want to that 
upsets shoppers. According to a chain 
store manager: 


"Customers have been very rebellious 


when they learn they cannot buy (fresh 
meat) after 6 p.m. They get pretty ag- 
gravated. In fact, they've put me on the 
spot many times, wanting these items. 
People tell me they have the money, 
they've worked for it and they want to 
spend it. I'd like the business but there's 
nothing I can do about it."

Navy Plans Nike Site Federal Housing 


The Department of the Navy is plan- 


ning the construction of 165 units of fed- 
eral government housing at the Arlington 
Heights Nike Site, the Herald has 
learned 


Plans for the site are a revival of a 


proposal made four years ago by Navy 
officials, and come at a time when much 
of the federal site was hoped to be turned 
into a recreational area by local author- 
ities. 


The proposed housing at the Arlington 


Heights Nike Site would be for Navy per- 
sonnel at the Glenvicw Naval Air Station.

The House Bill authorizing the con-

JOSEPH K1SZKA, deputy superintend- 


ent of Dist. 15, said he has been in contact 
with Mueller to discuss the impact the 
project will have on Dist. 15. No com- 
mitment has been made by the Navy for 
a financial or land contribution to the 
district. Kiszka said he plans to look into 
Public Laws 874 and 815 providing funds 
and land to federally impacted school 
districts. 


Following final approval of the Mili- 


tary Construction Authorization Act, the 
1973 Military Construction Appropria- 
tions Act will be sent to the appropria- 
tions committee of the house and senate. 
This act appropriates the funds for the 
authorized military construction proj- 
ects. 


In 1968, Congress appropriated funds 


for 200 Navy housing units on the Ar- 
lington Heights Nike Site. A typhoon on 
the Pacific island of Guam necessitated 
the emergency transfer of funds for re- 
construction of Navy housing on Guam 
and forestalled the Arlington Heights pro- 
gram.

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Dear Dr. Lamb — I would greatly ap- 


preciate it if you would answer my ques- 
tions. I stopped menstruating abruptly 
when I was 42 years old and I am now 
47. My husband and I would like to know 
if it would be safe for us to stop using 
contraceptives. Do you think there would 
be any chance of my getting pregnant 
again? That's the last thing we would 
want because our family is grown up and 
married. 


Dear Render — Every woman, particu- 


larly in your age group, should have a 
regular examination by her doctor. One 
reason is for the early detection of can- 
cer of the cervix, which can be cured if 
found soon enough. Another is for exam- 
ination of her breasts. During such an 
examination, a doctor can do a test 
which tells him what the nature of the 
cells are that line the vagina. This helps 
in identifying whether the woman has 
sufficient female hormone or not and 
therefore is an index of the function of 
her ovaries. 


I don't like to tell any woman thai she 


can't get pregnant unless she has had an 
examination and series of studies. It's al- 
ways possible. However, I must add that 
it Is most unlikely that a woman who has 
gone through the change of life and has 
not menstruated for two years would get 
pregnant. Some women who are not men- 


struating have not, actually gone through 
the change of life. This is one reason an 
examination by the doctor is indicated. 


Dew Dr. Lamb — My mother is SO 


yean old and she is going to the hospital 
for some tests. A CBC, SMA, and EKG, 
Please tell me what these are. 


Dear Reader — A CBC means a com- 


plete blood count, which includes coun- 
ting the number of red blood cells and 
looking at their characteristics, counting 
the number of white Mood ceils- and sep- 
arating them into the various types of 
white blood cells plus looking at their 
characteristics on a slide. In most labo- 
ratories it also includes measuring the 
hemoglobin for iron in the blood to be 
certain that there is no anemia. 


The SMA is a term for an automated 


method of measuring the different chem- 
ical elements in the blood, like the blood 
sugar. With one small sample of the 
patient's blood, the analyzer accom- 
plishes many tests which used to be done 
laboriously by hand by laboratory tech- 
nicians. It essentially provides informa- 
tion concerning chemical balance and 
chemical content of the body.

an E C T . the older

Finally, wring 
out the clothes, put them through the 
regular cycle of the washing machine 
with the regular detergent and add a cup 
of vinegar to the final rinse.
